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USING OTHER PEOPLE’S MONEY 


One can scarcely pick up a paper 
in the last week or two without read- 
ing of some man—good, bad, or indif- 
ferent—who has gone wrong. They 
are uncovering the tracks of a 
precious lot of pilferers in the insur- 
ance companies in New York, men 
who have been speculating with the 
trust funds of widows and orphans for 
their own benefit, who have been pay- 
ing themselves, their brothers, their 
sisters, their cousins, and their aunts 
salaries of from fifty to a hundred 
thousand dollars, and not one of whom 
has yet given the least evidence or 
even sign that he has done wrong. 
Again it is a banker who has loaned 
the funds of depositors to his friends 
for purposes of speculation; but in 
all cases he expects personally to re- 
ceive some benefit from the use of 
trust funds. 

As investigations continue examples 
of misuse of trust funds will multiply. 
When the proper authorities began to 
investigate the operations of the in- 
surance companies of New York, at- 
tention was called everywhere to the 
doings of the insurance people, and 
in almost every state in the union it 
is found that some insurance company 
has gone wrong. Sometimes the 
peculations are confined to small 
amounts; at other times they are 
larger; but the temptation has always 
been to use other people’s money in 
the hope of returning it before it is 
needed. The cashier of a bank sees 
a promising speculation in corn or 
wheat in Chicago or stocks in New 
York, thinks he can by a little minip- 
ulation of the books make use of 
other people’s money, and generally 
with the hope of returning it before 
it is needed and before it can be found 
out, and falls a victim to his greed 
and lack of honesty. 

No one can tell the extent of the 
developments now that the people are 
inquiring as to the use that has been 
made of their money. They are very 
apt to think that if a man has been 
unfaithful in the use of insurance 
money he will be equally unfaithful 
if he is at the same time an officer 
in a bank or director in a railroad 
company. Of course the only thing 
to do with the men who have proven 
unfaithful and brazen it out is to get 
rid of them. The McCurdys and Mc- 
Calls will follow the Alexanders and 
Hydes, the Depews and Penroses will 
be driven from the senate. 

The light of publicity will shine 
into the offices of every insurdnce 
company, every bank, and railway 
company. It is quite as important to 
know whether railroads are managed 
in the interest of the stockholders or 
in the private interests of the officers 
as it is to know whether insurance 
funds are invested for the benefit of 
the insured or for the benefit of the 
officials. 

Publicity will do much, but it will 
not do everything. Publicity can not 
make men honest, neither can legis- 
lation. Honesty is a moral trait which

can not be pumped in or pounded in. 
It must grow. It must be inherent 
in the man himself and perfected by 
the discipline of life. Publicity, how- 
ever, can deter dishonest men from 
being so brazen in their dishonesty. 
Men usually fear public opinion more 
than they do law. They can easily 
enough employ a lawyer to show them 
how far they can go and be safe, and 
how they can if discovered defeat the 
ends of the law by the various arts 
of the dishonest lawyer or corrupt 
judge. 

The only remedy, therefore, for the 
evil is the inculcation by the school, 
the church, and the press of higher 
moral standards. In time the convic- 
tion will grow, as it has not for some 
time past, that the only real founda- 
tion .or business integrity is the ac- 
ceptance of the teachings of the good 
old Book, which all praise and com- 
paratively few read. It is only the 
old-fashioned honesty that can be 
trusted to do business, that honesty 
which draws its motive from beyond 
this world and has a standard higher 
than an ever-changing public opinion. 





THE COST OF HOLDING CORN.» 


A good many farmers are just now 
considering whether it is best to sell 
corn, feed it, or hold it, and therefore 
any data bearing upon the cost of 
holding it, whether for summer feed 
or for sale in the market, may be in- 
teresting to our readers. 

The Missouri Experiment Station 
has been making investigations on 
this subject and collating the reports 
of the investigations made in other 
states, and has reached the conclusion 
that the shrinkage between cribbing 
time and the first of May can safely 
be estimated at 15 per cent. This, it 
will be understood, varies greatly in 
different years, depending on the per- 
centage of moisture in the corn so 
cribbed and on the weather during the 
winter and in the spring. Sometimes 
corn shrinks 20 per cent, sometimes 
not more than 10; but in the light of 
our own investigations we think 15 
per cent may be considered fair, aver- 
age shrinkage. 

Thirty cents seems to be a common 
price for corn at country . elevators 
over a considerable area of country. 
The problem there is: Given corn at 
30 cents a bushel at cribbing time, 
what will that corn cost the farmer 
who holds it in good cribs until May 
lst? One hundred bushels of corn 
at 30 cents will be $30. The interest 
on $30 at 6 per cent for six months 
will be 90 cents, shrinkage about 15 
per cent. At what price, therefore, 
making proper allowance for rattage, 
should the farmer sell his corn next 
May to come out even? Get the boys 
and their fathers together to solve 
this problem. 





WHO IS THE PRACTICAL FARMER? 


The term “practical farmer” is 
ordinarily applied very loosely. It is 
generally understood to mean the man 
who works with his hands, or person- 
ally manages a farm, and in this case 
it is synonymous with the term 
“farmer.” As everybody knows, all 
farmers are not practical; that is, 
they don’t bring the results, don’t 
bring things to pass. 

The definition of the term “prac- 
tical,” as given by Webster, is “one 
capable of applying knowledge to some 
useful end.” The two things involved 
in this definition, therefore are, first, 
that the farmer, for example, has a 
working knowledge of the underlying 
principles of his profession; second, 
that he is able to apply them in the 
daily réutine of the farm. 

Webster defines practice as “the ap- 
plication of science to the wants of 
men; dexterity in contrivance or the 
use of means; actual performance; 
application of knowledge;, opposed to 
theory.” Quoting Sir Hamilton: 
“There is a distinction but no opposi- 
tion between theory and practice. 
Each to a certain extent supposes the 
other. Theory is dependent on prac- 
tice; practice must have preceded 
theory.” 

Applying this now to the farm: The 
practical farmer, for example, must 
know what is a proper seed bed, and 
why; that is, why plants require a 
certain kind of seed bed for their full 
development. He must know how to 
use the implements on the farm under 
the varying seasonal and climatic con- 
ditions, so as to prepare this proper 
seed bed. The man who has a certain 
routine way of plowing without refer- 
ence to the character of the soil, or its 
condition at the time, or the climate, 
or the season, or the kind of grain he 





wishes to sow, should not be at all 
considered a practical farmer. He is 
not working intelligently. 

Neither, on the other hand, would 
a man be a practical farmer, no matter 
how correct his knowledge as to the 
seed bed may be, unless he is able to 
take the tools and secure the desired 
result, or to employ someone to do it 
for him and see that it is done 
properly. 

The practical farmer must know 
what rotation is best adapted to his 
farm, and why, and then know how 
to so plan and execute that he can 


‘secure the permanency of this rota- 


tion. 

The practical farmer must know 
how corn grows, must understand its 
root system, must know the kind of 
corn adapted to his locality, and then 
by the selection and use of tools must 
be able to so cultivate his crops that 
he does not disturb this root system. 
The practical corn grower must know 
how to select seed corn. He must un- 
derstand not merely the kind of corn 
adapted to his farm and to his live 
stock, but also how it should be se- 
lected, how to get rid of the superfious 
moisture, how to preserve it from 
frost, how to grade and test it and fit 
it for the planter. The man who 
selects corn out of the crib and plants 
it without testing or grading, so that 
he may secure a full stand, should not 
be called a practical farmer, at least 
so far as corn growing is concerned. 

The practical cattle feeder must 
know at least approximately the type 
of steer that will give the best results 
in the yard. He must have a work- 
ing knowledge of balanced rations. 
Must know how to select from the 
various feeds at his disposal, or that 
can be purchased, the combinations 
that will supply. at least approximately 
this balanced ration, and at the mini- 
mum of cost. He must know still 
further how to get his cattle on feed, 
and keep them constantly thriving 
without getting off feed or otherwise 
out of condition. 

This definition of the practical farm- 
er rules out quite as effectively the 
man who is simply a theorist, whether 
‘it be on the question of the seed bed, 
seed corn, corn cultivation, rotation of 
crops, or balanced rations. If he can 
not by applying his theories bring 
things to pass, he is no more a prac- 
tical farmer than the man who does 
as his grandfather did, without know- 
ing why his grandfather did it. Let 
us get down to a definite and accurate 
use of words, so that when we hear 
of practical farmers we may know 
just what that means, or at least what 
it should mean. 





THE KINDS OF CATALPA. 


An Iowa correspondent writes: 


“Kindly tell us how many kinds of 
catalpa there are and what particular 
variety is best to grow for fence 
posts.” 

There are three kinds of catalpa, 
only two of which are ever grown for 
fence posts—the Catalpa Bignonioides, 
or southern catalpa, and the Catalpa 
Speciosa. The Bignonioides, or what 
farmers call the soft catalpa, is native 
to the south and is entirely worthless 
north of latitude 40. The Catalpa 
Speciosa is the northern variety and 
is entirely hardy as far north as the 
line of the Northwestern railroad in 
Iowa and in some locations even 
farther north. 

The difficulty in buying catalpa 
seedlings from the nurseryman or 
catalpa seed from the seed stores is 
in getting them of unmixed Catalpa 
Speciosa. The best way to be sure of 
getting this variety is to go within 
the next three weeks and secure for 
yourself seeds from large, thrifty trees 
that are northern grown. This can 
be done in almost any locality. Plant 
these in a nursery bed in rows say a 
foot apart, putting the seeds three or 
four inches apart. Cultivate them 
earefully the first year. They will 
grow from three to four feet high the 
first year. They can be transplanted 
into a grove the next year either in 
rows four by four feet each way or 
eight by eight and the intervening 
spaces cultivated in corn or potatoes. 

We made two different plantings of 
catalpa about twenty-five years ago. 
All the first planting was from seeds 
of the Catalpa Speciosa, and the grove 
did splendidly until we sold the farm, 
when it was seriously injured by the 
new owner, who absolutely refused to 
thin it out as the condition of the 
grove demanded. ‘The other planting 
was mixed, and the trees of the 
Bignonioides variety killed back every 
winter. 

We have in front of our lot in town 


two catalpa trees, both of which were - 
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evidently planted at the same time 
One is a magnificent tree, the first cut 
of which would make two big fence 
posts or four ordinary posts. The 
other kills off regularly each winter 
and this year has made a growth of 
about six feet from the stump, the 
stump itself being but three or four 
inches in diameter. This winter ‘it 
will kill down to within two feet of the 
stump as it has dome for years past 
This is a fine illustration of the two 
different varieties of catalpa. We 
hope to take up this subject during the 
winter and secure photographs of 
these early plantings, which wil] give 
our readers definite and positive jp. 
formation on this important subject. 

If we are to continue using fence 
posts of timber we must grow them 
ourselves, and there are few subjects 
of greater importance to the western 
farmer than the kind of trees he 
should grow for posts. 





SELECT YOUR OWN READING 
MATTER. 


Quite a number of agricultural 
papers which have not been able to 
secure circulation on their merits, or 
hold the subscribers they have. are 


endeavoring to force themselves on 
unwilling readers by the aid of banks, 
insurance companies, creamery com- 
panies, elevator companies, and whole- 
sale merchants. The method is to 
sell these papers in job lots to these 
various associations and have them 
give the subscriptions as presents to 
the farmer. 

The object of the association, of 
course, is to have a good “stand in” 
with the farmers of the community. 
The price they pay for weeklies is 
fifteen to twenty-five cents, or one- 
fourth of the price which the farmer 
has to pay, and for monthlies from 
six to ten cents, from one-eighth to 
one-fifth the price for which the 
farmer can subscribe. 

The papers that resort to this 
method of getting subscribers have 
two distinct marks: They are “never 
stops,” but when the time for which 
the company or association has paid 
expires will unblushingly charge up 
to the farmer the full rate. a dollar 
or fifty cents, as the case may be, 
in case he does not _ peremptorily 
order them to stop, and keep on order- 
ing. The second distinguishing feat- 
ure is that they are commercial enter- 
prises, the object of which is to get 
as many names on their list as they 
can, by hook or by crook, directly or 
indirectly, and then get as many ad- 
vertisements as possible at as high 
a rate as possible, and thus compel 
advertisers to make up their losses 
on subscribers. 

Isn’t it about time that the farmers 
of the west insist on the privilege of 
selecting their own reading matter? 
Is there any good that can come to 
the cause of agriculture by accepting 
papers sold in job lots, for which the 
farmer would not pay the _ regular 
price? Is not the farmer the best 
judge of what he wants to read? Can 
he afford to surrender this right for 
the price of a bushel of potatoes, @ 
dozen eggs, or five nickel cigars? 

These papers are all worth the 
money for wrapping paper. It would 
perhaps be unkind on the farmer's 
part to refuse to accept this petty 
gift. Let him not, however, waive his 
right to select the reading matter 
that gives him the most help because 
he can find some other matter fur- 
nished in job lots for the price of 
half a bushel of potatoes. 

The paper that is not worth on its 
own merits a dollar a year, paid in 
advance, if it stops when the time is 
out, can serve no good purpose on 
the American farm. If it is not 
worth many times a dollar, it is not 
worth taking home. The craze for 
cheap papers is closely allied to the 
get-rich-quick craze. The hope in 
either case is that of getting some 
thing for nothing, or a great deal for 
a little. Farmers can not afford to 
waive their right to select their ow? 
reading matter, of which they are bet- 
ter judges than the banker, insurance 
company, or any other association 
organized for an _ entirely different 
purpose than that of advancing agri: 
cultural education. 





The Missouri Agricultural Colles?

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DUN’S INDEX NUMBERS. 


We hope our readers will not take 
a dislike to the title and skip this 
without reading it, for it really is a 
matter of very considerable interest 
to them. Many years ago Dun and 
some other publishers invented the 
idea of what is known as “index num- 
pers.” These are made up by taking 
the current prices of everything that 
is used in daily life and business, and 
comparing them from month to month 
and from year to year. They are thus 
able to determine whether on the 
whole prices are rising or falling. 

Dun’s index numbers give the 
monthly prices of bread stuffs, includ- 
ing all the grains; meats, including 
live hogs, sheep, beef, lard; dairy and 
garden products, including eggs, veg- 
etables, and fruits; and every other 
kind of food you can think of, even 
taking in tobacco and whisky. They 
also give the prices on everything 
that we wear, whether of wool, cot- 
ton, leather; and miscellaneous mat- 
ters such as lumber, lath, brick, glass, 
turpentine, fertilizers, drugs, coal, 
gasoline, etc. 

Their records go back to 1860, when 
the index number was 121.63, which 
rose in 1864 to 312.73. This means 
that on account of the war and in- 
flation of currency goods which could 
have been bought for the former price 
in 1860 commanded the latter price 
four years later. Prices then gradu- 
ally fell, corresponding mainly to the 
decrease in the premium on gold, until 
January 1, 1880, the index number was 
122.67. They continued to fall after 
the resumption of specie payments, 
with an occasional advance for a short 
time, until July 1, 1897, when the 
same goods that had cost 121.63 in 
1860 and 312.73 in 1864 could’ be 
bought for 72.45. They then ad- 
vanced gradually until January 1, 
1902, when they reached 101.58, then 
gradually fell to 100.35 in 1903. Dur- 
ing the later months of 1903 the range 
was from 97 to 99. In the first five 
months of 1904 the range was from 
100.14 to 103.61. They then dropped 
below 100 until December. January 
1, 1905, we could buy for 100.31 what 
cost 312.73 in 1864. October ist the 
price was 100.42, the year 1905 so far 
having a little higher range of prices 
than 1904. 

It is surprising, however, how near- 
ly the average level of prices has been 
maintained since January 1, 1902. 
There are, of course, ups and downs, 
for these numbers give the average 
on all products. It would be very in- 
teresting if we could compare with 
these the prices of land in the differ- 
ent states in the west in the last forty 
years, also with the price of railroad 
stocks and the price of money during 
the same period. In the last forty 
years land has advanced in Iowa from 
but little over the cost of surveying 
it to fifty, seventy-five, a hundred dol- 
lars an acre. There has been a cor- 
responding advance in all the states 
of the Mississippi valley. Prices of 
railroad stocks have advanced in 
about the same proportion, not only 
in the states of the west but all over 
the United States; and the price of 
money (that is, interest) has contin- 
ually fallen. 

This explains in a large part why 
the west has prospered, especially in 
the last ten years. It is not only be- 
cause the farmer has been getting bet- 
ter prices for his products but because 
of the advance in price of his land. 
His prosperity has been still further 
increased by the reduced rate of in- 
terest. 

All this is not strictly agriculture, 
but we think there are some things 
outside of growing crops that are 
sometimes worthy of the farmer’s at- 
tention. 





FALL SOWN ALFALFA. 


We are gratified to know that quite 
a large number of our readers have 
adopted our advice to sow alfalfa in 
the fall of the year upon land that 
was thoroughly prepared for some 
Spr.ng grain or winter wheat, disking 
the land thoroughly without plowing 
and sowing about the 20th of August. 
An Ohio correspondent writes: 

‘I have six acres of alfalfa sown 
August 21st, three acres of which was 
On potato ground and three in corn 
and fallow worked. The ‘latter is 
much the better, being now (October 
3d) twelve inches high. Would you 
mow or let it stand? The three acres 
of alfalfa we sowed last spring was 
a failure.” 

This result is about what ve would 
have expected, although we are some- 
what surprised that the potato land 
does not show up better. We believe 
it will next year. We would not mow 








it, but let it stand. Next spring our 
correspondent will have hog pasture 
two weeks earlier from this alfalfa 
than he would have from clover. It 
is from its use as hog pasture that 
the farmers in the humid districts 
will get the most profit. 





BEWARE OF THE TREE PEDDLER. 


While the tree peddler has largely 
ceased to vex, farmers would do well 
to still be on their guard against his 
wiles. We do not mean by this the 
agent who sells trees for some re- 
sponsible, well known firm, who 
makes a plain and distinct contract, 
mentioning the kind and variety of 
trees, the price, date of shipment, and 
makes no extravagant claims for any 
of these varieties. 

The occasion for writing this is the 
receipt of a letter from an Iowa cor- 
respondent, stating that while he was 
on the sick bed an agent of a Council 
Bluffs nursery called on him and 
offered to sell him a thousand hardy 
catalpa trees at two and a half cents 
apiece, to be put out on trial for three 
years, and guaranteeing that they 
would at that date, if properly cared 
for, make two good fence posts per 
tree; otherwise he was not to pay any- 
thing for them. This contract was 
written on the back of the firm’s order 
blanks, the number of trees, kind, and 
price being written on the other side, 
and signed by the purchaser on the 
bottom. After he recovered from his 
sickness he discovered that the dupli- 
cate order which had been left with 
him had no guarantee on the back. 
He therefore wrote, countermanding 
the order, as he had intimated to the 
agent he would probably do. His un- 
derstanding was that the trees were 
to be delivered to him in the spring. 
They have already been delivered, 
and he refused to receive them, hav- 
ing countermanded the order long 
since on account of there being no 
guarantee on the duplicate order given 
him. 

Two things ought to have put our 
correspondent on his guard. The ex- 
travagant claims made for the catalpa, 
that in three years each tree would 
make two good fence posts. We have 
grown a good many catalpas; and no 
one who has had any experience with 
the catalpa in the latitude of central 
Iowa would expect any sort of a fence 
post short of eight years, and then 
but one. At three years old the 
catalpa is simply fit to use as stays 
or some similar purpose. We don’t 
think any reliable nursery would 
make any such claims. Then the fact 
that the duplicate order leaves out 
an essential part of the contract 
shows that this man is a tree peddler 
and not an agent for a responsible 
nursery. 





BRACTED PLANTAIN. 


An Illinois correspondent writes us 
that he has a field of clover and tim- 
othy sowed with oats last year. It 
produced this year a iair crop of hay, 
mostly clover, which has been badly 
killed since harvest and the field has 
come up in plantain, in some places 
absolutely solid. He asks us what 
we would do with it. He thinks there 
is plenty of seed to complete the 
stand of clover, if the plantain did not 
come up another year. He supposes 
the. plantain was put in with the 
clover. 

There is but one thing to do in this 
case, and that is to plow the land and 
cultivate it in corn for about two 
years, so as to kill the plantain, and 
then seed it down again. Some plan- 
tain will be found around the fence 
corners. The only thing to do there 
is to cut it out and kep it from going 
to seed. 

The important point is for farmers 
to be careful about where they buy 
their clover seed. In many of the 
older sections of the country the land 
has become so thoroughly seeded with 
plantain (also called buckhorn) that 
it is entirely unsafe to buy clover 
seed grown in these sections at all. 
Of course clover seed grown in these 
sections is put upon the general mar- 
ket; hence it is liable to be bought 
by anyone. 

When we bought one of our farms 
we found a field seeded with bracted 
plantain, not nearly so badly, however, 
as that of our correspondent. We 
were obliged to plow it up and grow 
corn for a couple of years, and then 
reseed it, and we have not altogether 
gotten rid of it yet. 

The only safe way to buy clover 
seed is from some neighboring farmer 
who has clean land. During the win- 


ter we shall deal more at length with 
this question of clover seed and the

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different kinds of weed seeds that can 
be found in clover, and urge our farm- 
ers to demand a higher standard for 
seed of all kinds, and quit buying seed 
because it is offered to them cheap. 
Cheap things are usually dear things. 
Human nature seems to have two 
vices that are hard to cure—bargain 
hunting, or getting things cheap, and 
trying to get rich quick. Perhaps the 
dear ladies are a little more affected 
by the first, as evidenced by the way 
they rush pell mell into a department 
store when it is advertising that a 
garment which would usually cost a 
dollar is to be sold for seventy-nine 
cents. When they get it home they 
usually find that it is worth seventy- 
nine cents, and no more. So it is 
with the farmer. When clover seed 
is eight dollars a bushel he thinks he 
has secured a rare bargain if he gets 
some for five dollars, while the fact 
is that germinable clover seed free 
from noxious weeds would be worth 
twelve or fifteen compared with what 
he bought for five dollars. 





MOLDY CORN. 


A correspondent from Republic 
county, Kansas, wants to know what 


is' the cause of so much moldy and 
rotten corn this fall, and also whether 
it will hurt to feed it to stock. 

We wish our correspondent had 
gone into particulars. We must ex- 
pect considerable moldy corn this 
year where corn has been blown down 
as much as it has been in the state 
of Iowa. We are having complaints, 
however, from time to time of what 
seems to be a peculiar mold affecting 
the standing corn. 

We are sorry to say that we do not 
know the cause, but will advise our 
Kansas correspondent, as we have ad- 
vised correspondents in this state, to 
select say a peck or half bushel of 
it and ship it to their experiment sta- 
tion, asking an investigation. 

It is not so much a question as to 
whether it will hurt to feed this corn 
to stock. as whether it will do the 
stock any good. The safest way is 
not to feed it. The little feeding value 
there may be in it would not at all 
recompense for the possible danger 
of feeding it, especially to horses and 
dairy cows. A hog usually has sense 
— not to eat what is not good 
or it. 





The Ohio Experiment Station has 
established a department of animal 
husbandry and placed it in charge of 
B. E. Carmichael, B. S., a graduate 
of the University of Illinois. Mr. 
Carmichael will continue the expert- 








ments in feeding for beef and for milk 
which have been in progress at the 
main station at Wooster for several 
years past, and will also conduct ex- 
periments in cattle and sheep feeding 
at the test farms. It is further 
planned to carry on a limited number 
of co-operative experiments with 
farmers who are feeding extensively. 
A lamb feeding test of this character 
is now being started. 





A NEW USE FOR THE ROAD DRAG 


We heard of a farmer last winter 
who discovered a new use for the road 
drag. He had a good supply of winter 
blue grass pasture. The snow became 
too deep for his colts to paw it off, 
and so he simply took a plank road 
drag and cleared away the snow, thus 
making the blue grass accessible both 
to his colts and to his calves. 

Singular, isn’t it, that the bovine 
animal has never yet developed the 
sense of the horse and sheep to paw 
the snow off and find good feed under 
it? We have seen a calf now and 
then on our own farm follow the colts 
around and eat the grass which they 
have exposed, but did not have sense 
enough to use their fore feet to find 
it for themselves. 
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HUSKING MITTENS. 


The corn huskers are already at 
work in some sections, and the ques- 
tion of a good serviceable mitten that 
will protect the hands and still not 
hamper the work is one that is ever 
new. We have seen a great many dif- 


ferent kinds of husking mittens, but 
the one that above all others is sim- 
plest, best, and cheapest, is made as 
follows: Use a medium or heavy 
weight canton flannel with the nap 
outside. Cut a pattern for a_long- 
wristed mitten to be sewed up across 
the finger tips, down the little finger 
and the outside of the hand. The pat- 
tern should be a sort of double mitten 
when it is cut out of the cloth, and 
there will be no seam along the thumb 
and forefinger. Cut a hole for the 
thumb, make a long thumb stall, to be 
fastened around the wrist first, and 
then pull the mitten on, forcing the 
thumb through the thumb hole. This 
holds the mitten firmly on the hand. 
The long wrist of the mitten will pro- 
tect the wrist of the husker from the 
stalks. The thumb stalls can also be 
quickly run up on the machine, and 
a large number of them made at one 
time. The mittens can be reversed, 
wearing them on alternate hands. 
Each mitten will outwear_ several 
thumb stalls. This is by all odds the 
most satisfactory and cheapest husk- 
ing mitten that we have ever seen. 
It is less clumsy and cheaper than 
those made of sacking or canvas, and 
is much easier made than the regular 
mitten with the thumb attached, be- 
sides outwearing mittens of this 
kind. 





THE NEW GERMAN TARIFF. 


Germany, noting the good effects of 
the American tariff system, has been 
taking a leaf out of our note book, in 
which she will most likely be followed 
by all the other European countries, 
and on March ist will advance her 
tariff rates. This advance will be on 
lines which will affect the American 
farmer much more seriously than it 
will affect the American manufac- 
turer. Germany has a dual tariff sys- 
tem, a maximum rate to be applied 
in dealing with nations with which 
she has no treaty, and a conventional 
or treaty rate. Inasmuch as we will 
have March 1, 1906, no reciprocal 
treaty with Germany, our producers 
will be obliged to pay the maximum 
rate. We say “producers,” for it is 
after all the producer who pays at 
least part of the tariff, the rest being 
paid by the consumer. 

The duty on wheat, which is now 
27 per cent ad valorem, is advanced 
114 per cent, while nations with which 
Germany has reciprocal agreements 
pay an advance of but 57 per cent. 
The duty on wheat flour, now 35 per 
cent ad valorem, is raised 157 per 
cent under the new and 40 per cent 
under the conventional tariff. The 
duty on corn is raised 212 per cent 
maximum and 87 per cent minimum. 
The duty on dried fruit, which has 
been but 9 per cent ad valorem, has 
been raised 150 per cent. Bacon, 
which has hitherto paid the highest 
ad valorem on the list of provisions 
coming from the United States, name- 
ly 23 per cent, is advanced 80 per 
cent. Pork, which hitherto paid 150 
per cent ad valorem, is advanced 176 
per cent maximum and 80 per cent 
minimum. Lard, which heretofore 
paid 11 per cent, will be subject to 
a rate 25 per cent higher. 

What immediately concerns us is 
that it will entirely exclude American 
products from Germany. Another 
effect will be to advance the rates on 
meats especially to such a high point 
that the long-suffering and patient 
German laboring man will turn and 
rend the agrarian or landlord farmer, 
in whose interests these extortionate 
raies have been levied. 

We don’t know what the American 
farmer can do about it except it he 
to give his congressman timely warn-

to enact such legislation as will open 
up the German market to the man 
who regards it as his mission to feed 
the world. There is no hope of get- 
ting any reciprocal treaty through the 
senate as at present constituted. The 
only hope lies in securing legislation 
that will render a reciprocal treaty 
unnecessary and give the president 
power to enforce maximum. tariffs 
against nations that persist in follow- 
ing our example, and giving minimum 
tariffs against nations that are dis- 
posed to give us fair treatment. The 
Dingley bill itself had tais end in 
view, and American farmers should 
have small ‘patience with members of 
congress who are disposed to pervert 
it for the benefit of eastern manu- 
facturers, who in turn sell their man- 
ufactured goods at lower prices to 
the foreign consumer than they do to 
the American. ; 

The United States is committed to 
a tariff system, and no one at present 
seems to be disposed to change that 
policy. Tariffs, however, should be 
levied for the benefit of the whole 
peopie instead of for the benefit of a 
favored few. The farmer is certainly 
entitled to have his share of any pro- 
tection there is going, which, unfortu- 
nately, he has not had in the past.

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REFORM, OR REVOLUTION? 


Our readers have all learned of the 
ukase or proclamation of the czar of 
Russia, giving liberty of speech to 
the press, more widely extended suf- 
frage, and real legislative powers to 
the douma or legislature previously 
authorized. In other words, he has 
proposed to establish a government 
modelled after that of England, in 
which the people really rule, and the 
ruler, be he emperor or czar, is merely 
a convenient figurehead. 

At the present writing (November 
2d) all Russia is in a turmoil, the 
Reds, or anarchist or socialistic 
classes, demanding still further re- 
forms, such as the abdication of the 
czar and the practical disorganization 
of the army; while the Whites, those 
who carry white flags, are rejoicing 
over the additional grants of power. 
Whether this is reform or revolution 
no living man can tell at this writing. 
Much depends on DeWitte (pro- 
nounced DeVitta), who is now prime 
minister and has selected his own cab- 
inet. If he is not able to pilot Russia 
through this crisis, probably no other 
man can. Much depends on the ex- 
tent to which the army is infected 
with the revolutionary spirit. If 
DeWitte can not control the army 
and navy, then it is revolution. If 
he can control them, it means reform, 
and a new era for Russia. 

The question arises: Is this grant 
of additional freedom tco late? We 
fear it is; and yet we hope, as all 
lovers of mankind should hope, that 
it is not. Had it not been for the 
blindness of the bureaucracy, or the 
grand dukes and _ leaders 
church, this reform might have been 
accepted six months ago. It may be 
too late now; and if too late, it is a 
serious question whether this spirit of 
revolution may not extend into Ger- 
many and Austria, and bring about a 
condition of things which the world 
has not seen for centuries. By the 
time this reaches them our readers 
will be, better able to judge than any- 
one can now. The hindsight of Novem- 
ber 10th is wiser than the foresight 
of November 2d. 





CORN AND ALFALFA FOR STEERS 


A Lexington, Nebraska, correspond- 
ent writes: 


“I am feeding twenty-one steers 
coming three years old; have plenty 
of alfalfa hay. Will it be any ad- 
vantage in grinding ear corn for 
them? Will it pay to have a tank 
heater in the tank during cold 
weather? I have plenty of hogs to 
follow.” 


In his corn and alfalfa our corre- 
spondent has what we believe to be 
the best and most economical ration 
for fattening steers that can be ob- 
tained. Whether it will pay to grind 
the corn for them depends upon cir- 
cumstances. With steers of this age 
and plenty of hogs to follow, we doubt 
it very much. If it was old corn and 
quite hard it might pay, provided 
grinding could be done without much 
extra expense, but feeding at this time 
of the year. and steers at that age, 
we do not believe we would bother to 
grind unless there is nothing else at 
which to keep busy. It will pay to 
take the chill off the water.

ueld before the one at Osceola have 
been uniformly good, and we have no 
doubt they continued to be so to the 
end. The farmers of Iowa are an 
intelligent people, and when they are 
approached by a railroad or an insti- 
tute speaker with nothing to sell or 
to give away, but with a practical 
method for helping themselves, they 
will respond. 

The effects of the general use of the 
drag will be far-reaching.

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THE PRICE OF LAND. 

We are frequently asked a variety 
of questions, all relating to the pres- 
ent and prospective price of lands. 
The farmer who is pretty well loaded 
up with land somewhat encumbered 
puts it in this way: Is land as high 
as it is likely to get? The man who 
is saving some money to buy a farm 
pats it in this way: Do you think 
land will go any lower? Another 
form of the question is: What do 
you think of the permanency of pres- 
ent prices for corn land, for alfalfa 
land, or wheat land? 

None of these questions admit of 
a definite answer, because no man 
has definite knowledge of the future 
conditions which will control the price 
of land. It is at best merely a matter 
of opinion, and all we can do is to 
state some facts that bear upon the 
future values. Values are never 
stable. Even the price of money is 
no exception. The supply and de- 
mand governs in the main, and these 
vary. 

The supply of land, however, is 
less variable than almost anything 
else, especially the supply of corn 
land and alfalfa land. Corn land, and 
by this we mean land that is capable 
of producing forty bushels of corn per 
acre one year with another when well 
farmed, is limited. We mention forty 
bushels an acre because there is no 
profit in growing less, except in coun- 
tries where on account of their inabil- 
ity to produce corn the supply is not 
sufficient to meet the local demand. 
The corn belt of the country is lim- 
ited on the west by elevation, corn 
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good farming this fertility can be re- 
stored or at least rendered more avail- 
able; but as everyone who has tried 
it knows, this is an expensive process, 
and the man who buys a worn out 
farm will, if he is wise, buy it at a 
lower valuation than he really puts 
upon it. 

On the other hand, improved 
methods of farming will tend to in- 
crease land values. Land never falls 
in price for any great length of time 
while it is being farmed by first-class 
farmers. In fact, agricultural educa- 
tion will have more to do with main- 
taining present prices for good lands 
(which are high enough now) than 
almost any other single consideration. 
In short, the prices of lands in any 
given state, county, or neighborhood 
are very much what farmers make 
them. If they violate all the first 
principles of successful agriculture, 
they must suffer the penalty of lower 
priced lands. If they improve their 
farms, taking advantage of new dis- 
coveries and investigations, and com- 
ply with the laws, which govern pro- 
duction, then lands will remain stable 
and slowly increase in value.

not being a profitable crop at over 
two thousand or even eighteen hun- 
dred feet above sea level. It is lim- 
ited on the north by temperature. 
There is room for enlargement on the 
south whenever cotton farmers are 
forced by the cotton boll-weevil and 
land exhaustion to diversify their 
crops. It is limited on the east by 
the general exhaustion of the humus 
of the soil, except where dairying is 
carried on. 

Meanwhile the use of corn is in- 
creasing and there is no limit to the 
export demand, provided it can be 
furnished at a low enough price. We 
therefore think it is safe to say that 
the values of corn lands in the Missis- 
sippi valley will be reasonably stable, 
varying, of course, with periods of 
depression and outside influences, but 
in the main about as stable as the 
price of anything on the face of the 
earth. The same may be séaid of 
lands that will grow three tons of 
alfalfa per acre. 

There are conditions, however, 
which will affect the value of even 
these choice tracts of land. The con- 
tinued large increase in the output 
of the gold of the world will tend to 
maintain higher prices on land as on 
everything else. For gold and silver 
are real money, and furnish after all 
the basis of the world’s credit, and 
the larger the supply the larger 
amount of credit money it will sus- 
tain, the more of this credit money 
will be available and will be used for 
the purposes of commerce, and hence 
higher relative prices. It must also 
be considered that while there is no 
possible increase in the number of 
acres of land there is possibility of the 
increase of available fertility in the 


land. In the meantime human popu-, 


lation is increasing and will continue 
to inerease’ indefinitely, although 
probably in smaller proportion. 

On the other hand, there are fmflu- 
ences which will tend to decrease the 
value of lands. There may be a series 
of years of adversity, as we have had 
in the past. There may be a series 
of years of extreme drouth, 6r of 
superabundance of rainfall, either of 
which tends to decrease production 
and hence decrease land values. 

Again, land that is improperly 
farmed will sooner or later lose its 
available fertility, and when offered 
for sale will bring a lower price. It 
is true that by a number of years of 





The 
auctioneer dilates to an appreciative 
audience on her sweetness and bloom, 
and tells what she would do in the 
hands of some enterprising farme-. 
She sells for a hundred, a hundred 
and twenty-five, a hundred and fifty 
dollars, or more. 


Possibly at the next call her mother 
may be brought into the ring, accom- 
panied by a fine bull calf and safe 
in calf again. She doesn’t look as 
well as the heifer, although when she 
was a heifer she probably looked quite 
as well. She belongs to the working 
herd. Age is beginning to tell on 
her; she is probably nine or ten years 
old. She is thin in flesh because that 
bull calf has been tugging at her for 
three or four months. There is a 
plentiful lack of spirited bidding when 
she is brought into the ring, and the 
auctioneer has to tease for a starter. 
It will probably be fifty dollars, and 
will go up steadily at five-dollar ad- 
vances until she is knocked down at 
seventy-five or ninety dollars. Per- 
haps if she is a very good matron and 
tolerably well bred she will bring a 
hundred to a hundred and forty dol- 
lars, and the buyer’ will get 
three in one. There is no chance 
of losing money on that _ propo- 
sition, unless the cow should die. 
By the next spring she will ordi- 
narily have another calf, which, if a 
heifer “and properly cared for, will at 
a year old sell for quite as much as 
the heifer aforesaid; and if a bull, will 
sell to any of the farmers who have 
good stock at from fifty to seventy- 
five dollars, without any expense. 

Our friend who bought the heifer 
must keep her two years before he 
has any increase except in size and 
weight. Which has made the better 
bargain? The man who bought the 
cow has a bull to head his herd. He 
has also, if the succeeding calf should 
be a heifer, two females with which 
to start his breeding operations. 

The country is full of just such 
illustrations as this. Why not wake 
up and buy three in one for less 
money than you get the one? Think 
this over before you attend another 
sale. Then have a proper respect for 
the hard-working, middle aged cow. 
You don’t know what kind of a calf 
the heifer will produce. You do know 
what kind of a calf this cow has. If 
the calf is a poor one, don’t buy her; 
but if she has a good lusty calf, you

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EXPERIMENTS ON COUNTY POOR 
FARMS. 


An Iowa _ correspondent wishes 
some definite information as to the 
manner of experimentation carried on 
at the poor farms in the state. 

There are about ten counties in the 
state of Iowa whose supervisors have 
devoted part of their county poor farm 
to such experimentation as will meet 
the demands of the ‘people in the 
county. The trouble with experiments 
on either corn or small grains at the 
state experiment stations lies in this, 
that the lessons which they teach are 
more especially interesting to the 
farmers in the particular counties in 
which these experiment farms are 
located. This is particularly true with 
regard to corn. We therefore hope 
that the time will soon come when 
every county in the states in which 
Wallaces’ Farmer circulates will have 
its own county experiment station. 

The expense is trifling. The county 
has the farm. It has the superintend- 
ent, the teams, and the labor. All 
that is needed is a superintendent 
who is competent to map out the 
work, oversee it, keep the records, and 
draw the conclusions. If the county 
does not have a superintendent of 
this kind it would be money in its 
pocket to dismiss the present in- 
cumbent and get a new one. State 
experiment stations will usually co- 
operate and aid if the county pays 
expenses of about two trips. 

The ordinary method is to lay out 
the field in forty or fifty plats, say 
two rods wide and fifteen or twenty 
rods long, ask each farmer to furnish 
the station with enough seed corn of 
the kind he is intending to sow, and 
in the condition in which he intends 
to plant it, to plant on one of these 
plats. The result will determine the 
value of the seed corn used on the 
different farms, and will also throw 
a good deal of light upon the varieties 
of corn best adapted to that particular 
climate. In counties where this ex- 
periment was first begun it was found 
that there was a difference of about 
thirty bushels per acre between the 
different varieties of corn which farm- 
erg intended to plant. 

Great care should be used in mak- 
ing up the records, showing the kind 
of corn, the date of planting, and the 
yield of each plat. These records 
should be read and discussed at the 
institute held in that county the com- 
ing year. 

The Page county poor farm, the 
only one we have personally visited, 
had exceedingly interesting corn ex- 
periments going on last August, and 
had also been experimenting in the 
growing of alfalfa. A similar experi- 
ment could be conducted with little 
or no expense with the different 
varieties of oats or wheat grown in 
the neighborhood, but the most valu- 
able object lesson would come to the 
farmer through the experiments on 
growing corn. 





THE TIMBER SUPPLY AND 
FUTURE BUILDING 
MATERIALS. 


We have been hearing for a number 
of years past that the timber supply 
of the United States was on the point 
of being exhausted. While the ex- 
haustion has not come as rapidly as 
many feared, there seems to be no 
question about it now. Every man 
who buys a bill of lumber has ocular 
demonstration before his eyes. He 
finds that his inch stuff is about three- 
quarters, and his two-inch stuff about 
an inch and a half; and he is lucky if 
he obtains sound lumber of these sizes 
at the present prices. 

There is a little more pine left in 
the pine regions of Minnesota, Wis- 
consin, and Michigan, perhaps enough 
yellow pine in the south to last for 
ten or fifteen years, and this, we are 
told, is in the hands of about two hun- 
dred and fifty men. After this we must 
be dependent upon the fir of the 
Pacific coast, which, in fact, furnishes 
quite a considerable amount of our 
supply at present. Hardwood is be- 
coming quite as scarce as soft wood. 
The supply of walnut is almost ex- 
hausted, that of oak very nearly so. 

Evidently, therefore, we shall have 
to find some substitute. Wire fences 
began some thirty years ago to take 
the place of wood for fencing pur- 
poses, and the result has been that it 
has put off the evil day. Unfortu- 
nately, the wire which we obtain now 
is so poor that in many sections we 
are obliged to go back to lumber for 
fencing purposes. It looks now as if 
in the near future we would have to 
grow our own posts, and he is a wise 
man who began his plantations for 
this purpose ten or fifteen years ago.

A QUESTION OF TILE DRAINAGE.

what the ditchers call hardpan. He 
wishes to know if under these circum- 
stances he should sink his tile to the 
bottom of the loose soil and the top 
of the hardpan, or sink them in the 
hardpan; and in the latter case, how 
deep he should go into it. 

We could answer this question bet- 
ter if we knew just what the ditchers 
referred to call hardpan. He writes 
us that he has examined some of the 
dirt which is called hardpan there, 
and that he finds in nearly all of it 
very small, thread-like holes which 
he thinks might probably let the 
water down. 

The term “hardpan” is properly ap- 
plied to a stiff, tenacious clay which, 
without being puddled, holds water 
like a dish. It is entirely different 
from either blue clay, limestone clay, 
yellow clay, or black gumbo, being 
more tenacious and more impervious 
to water than either. Where this 
tenacious hardpan is found coming 
near the surface we would not sink 
the tile into it any deeper than is 
necessary to secure a fall, but would 
make more ditches, closer together 
and more shallow, and use smaller 
tile. 

In the case mentioned by our cor- 





respondent we would go down to this 
so-called hardpan as far as might be 
necessary to secure a regular fall 
from one end of the ditch to the other. 
If it has small thread-like holes in it, 
it is not hardpan. It should always 
be remembered that tiling will in time 
break up even the hardest of hard- 
pan by the mechanical and chemical 
action of the air which is introduced 
through the tile.

In 1908, as many of our readers will 
recall, Wallaces’ Farmer in connection 
with other agricultural papers of the 
United States, was invited to make a tour 
of Northwest Canada as the guest of the 
Canadian government and the Canadian 
railways. are itinerary was planned to 
cover the new Northwest which was then 
beginning to attract to it thousands of 
farmers from the United States. Since 
that time there has been no check in the 
immigration, but rather an increase, and 
the country has been settling up and de- 
veloping at a very rapid rate. n August 
ef this year an invitation was again ex- 
tended to the agricultural editors to go 
over the routes before traversed in order 
that the proqeete made in the past two 
years might be observed, and to go into 
such newer sections of the country as 
had since been opened up by the railways. 
The tour was under the direction of the 
Western Canadian Immigration Associa- 
tion, with headquarters at Minneapolis, 
Minnesota, and they had the assistance 
and hearty co-operation of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior of Canada, and of 
the Canadian Pacific and the Canadian 
Northern Railway companies. The edi- 
tors, representing some twenty of the 
leading agricultural papers of the United 
States, assembled at Minneapolis and left 
there the afternoon of August 2ist in 
special cars provided for the journey. 
The route taken from Minneapolis was 
by the Soo Line, passing across northern 
Minnesota to the valley of the Red River 
of the North, leaving the United States 
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erhaps thirty miles of the international 

oundary, then westward to Napinka, 
thence in a _ northeasterly direction 
through the Souris country to Brandon, 
which was the mecca of our first day’s 
journey, Brandon being the location of 
one of the Dominion government's exper- 
iment farms. The course taken was for 
the purpose of carrying us through the 
wheat belt lying adjacent to the North 
Dakota boundary. The plan followed 
throughout the entire tour was to travel 
by daylight, except where it was neces- 
sary to retraverse, in which cases one 
trip was made by daylight and the other 
by night runs. he idea was to enable 
the editors to see the country in all its 
parts, whether good, bad, or indifferent. 
This day’s journey was through a sec- 
tion of almost continuous wheat, the 
monotony of the landsca broken by 
frequent small lakes teeming with wild 
ducks. There were acres upon acres and 
sections upon sections of wheat. 

The day’s journey carried us eeu 
the Mennonite country. In 1878 the 
Canadian government settled a body of 
Mennonites in this section of Manitoba. 
They were Russian peasants and com- 
munists. The government gave them 
forty-two townships of land and $100,000, 
its parpese being to see if an agricul- 
tural community could live and prosper 
in this region. The Mennonites increased 
and prospered until they are now a very 
wealthy community, having brought the 
country into which they. settled to a high 
state of cultivation. hey are breaking 
up as a communistic settlement, the 
younger people adopting the customs of

at Emerson and thence down the valley 
of the Red river to Winnipeg. 

Cities and towns in a country pene 
ent upon agriculture serve as a good index 
of the tributary country. Although Win- 
nipeg is not located in its immediate sur- 
roundings in an agricultural country, it 
depends upon the Canadian Northwest 
for its prosperity. The progress it has 
made in the past two years is an index 
of the growth of the country to the north 
and west. It is at the junction of the 
Red River of the North and Assiniboia 
rivers, in about 60 degrees north latitude 
and 97 degrees west longitude, on the 
boundary between the forest to the east 
and the prairies to the west. The past 
two years it has made wonderful strides, 
being now a substantially built city, the 
business part of the city being built 
largely of brick and stone. It confidently 
expects to be the Chicago of the north- 
west, and has sound reasons for its hopes. 
The population has increased 12,000 since 
the beginning of the year, and now num- 
bers nearly 100,000. st year, when the 
building improvements in Winnipeg 
amounted to nearly eleven million dollars, 
it was thought that would be the red let- 
ter year for a long time, but the indica- 
tions are that this year will be even 
better. The number of new buildings in 
process of erection is amazing. With 
about 100,000 people Winnipeg is doing as 
much building as the average city of 
three times its size. The impressions one 
gets on entering the city from the east or 
from the south over the Soo are those of 
a building boom, for the train pulls in 
in front of the new station of the Cana- 
dian Pacific railroad, which is nearing 
completion so far as the station proper 
is concerned. It is the finest railway 
station west of Chicago and St. Louis. 
On the upper floors are the operating 
offices of the western half of the Canadian 
Pacific railroad and the land commis- 
sioners offices and the immigration de- 
partment. The station is flanked by the 
massive stone immigration building 
which is being erected by the Canadian 
government. The proportions and solidity 
of this structure suggest that the Cana- 
dian government believes that the rush 
of people into the Canadian Northwest 
has only just begun. 

The sages growth of Winnipeg might 
be thought to be a boom which would 
soon ebb were it not that the growth is 
hardly keeping pace with that of its trib- 
utary country. The Northwest is filling 
up rapidly with people and all of the 
towns and villages lying between Winni- 
peg and the Rocky mountains are enjoy- 
ing comparatively as substantial a growth 
as that of Winnipeg. The Canadian 
Pacific railroad is constantly building 
new railways and increasing its equip- 
ment in every way. The Canadian 
Northern is rapidly extending its line to 
the northwest, and by the first of Janu- 
ary will be into Edmonton, 900 miles from 
Winnipeg. The extension of railway lines 
produces a crop of new towns where be- 
fore was only the vacant prairie, and 
brings a rush of settlers to the new re- 
gions opened up. The crush of settlers, 
immigrants, land seekers, speculators, 
and people of all sorts about the railway 
stations and immigration bureaus in Win- 
nipeg is wonderful to look upon. 

Our course upon leaving Winni lay 
over the Canadian Pacific up the, Red 
River Valley of the North to within 








the country and leaving the older com- 
munity for new homes in the further 
west. Some of the best farms and best 
developed regions further northwest are 
settled by this younger element which 
have gone out from this Mennonite set- 
tlement. 

Every where throughout the whole 
Canadian Northwest the elevator is the 
dominating feature of the landscape. 
Looking away in any direction one can 
mark the sites of towns b« the lofty ele- 
vators which can be seen for long dis- 
tances in that country of broad table- 
lands. Almost every village has its ele- 
vator and the towns from to to three up 
to ten or twelve, as at Indian Head. The 
elevator capacity of the Canadian North- 
west is now reckoned at forty-one million 
bushels, while the elevators at Port 
Arthur, on Lake Superior, the terminal 
for foreign shipment of Northwest Can- 
ada grain, is 125 million bushels; the 
largest elevator there having a capacity 
of seven million bushels me enough to 
hold the wheat gathered from 350,000 
acres of an average crop.

town of the most importance in Mani- 
toba outside of Winnipeg. It is a well 
built city, finely located on the Assiniboia 
river. At the experiment farm that which 
first impressed the writer was its cleanly 
culture in the experiments. We are told 
that the farmers both in the region about 
Brandon and about Indian Head, where 
is located another of the Dominion gov- 
ernment experimental farms, have adopt- 
ed the cropping methods employed at the 
farms. Mr. Bedford, the superintendent 
at Brandon, and Mr. McKay, the super- 
intendent at Indian Head, both practice 
and advocate the system of summer fal- 
low. They are of the opinion that, with 
proper rotation and fallowing, the soil of 
Canada is practically inexhaustible for 
wheat production. As the country grows 
older it may be necessary to crop one 
year and let lie fallow the next, but with 
the present fertility of the soil, letting 
the land lie fallow one year in three is 
the more common practice, and this has 
to be handled with some care to prevent 
lodgment of grain. 

Leaving Brandon early the following 
morning, we turned back towards Win- 
nipeg to Portage La Prairie, which is 
on the main line of the Canadian Pacific 
about fifty miles west of Winnipeg, and 
surrounded by a great wheat country, 
part of which has been cropped in wheat 
for the past twenty or twenty-five years. 
On every side were fields of grain 
throughout the seventy-five miles’ run 
from Brandon. The fields were chiefly 
of wheat with a fair sprinkling of oats 
crop and an occasional field of barley. 
We saw very few fields of flax_anywhere 
in Canada. All throughout Northwest 
Canada oats are grown on a’ consider- 
able acreage, and no finer oats are pro- 
duced anywhere in the world. We were 
told that the yield of oats rarely falls 
below sixty bushels per acre, and from 
that up to eighty, with occasional crops 
reaching 100 bushels. Oats in Canada, 
however, as a rule are not grown as a 
commercial crop because the __ elevators 
only handle wheat. The local demand is 
sufficient to consume all of the oats grown 
at prices rangin from 25 cents per 
bushel upward. r. McClain, the miller 
at Moose Jaw, told us that last spring 
he was wantimg some oats and went 
farmer some seven miles distant who had 
over 3,000 bushels of oats in his bin and 
offered him 35 cents a bushel for the oats 
delivered at Moose Jaw. The farmer told 
him that he could have the oats if he 
wanted to haul them, but that he had 
made up his mind that his own horses 
should not go on the roads to haul oats. 
In the north of Ireland the only member 
of the finny tribe worthy the name of 
fish is the salmon, and in Northwest 
Canada the only cereal worthy of a mar- 
ket is wheat. Barley is grown more as 
a forage crop than for the grain. Farm- 
ers claim that barley grown upon the 
summer fallow and harvested green for 
hay gives the advantage of a forage crop 
without in any way taking away from the 
benefit of the summer fallow. 


At La Portage we were met by the cit- 
izens and taken for a drive through the 
town and through a portion of the ad- 
jacent farm lands, and afterwards they 
entertained us at lunch. The name La 
Portage is given to the magnificent 
stretch of level prairie lying between the 
Assiniboia river and lake Manitoba, and 
probably got its name from early times 
when the trappers and voyagers carried 
their boats and effects from the waters 
of the lake to the waters of the river, or 
vice versa. The farm lands are well im- 
proved, houses and barns surrounded by 
groves, and everything denoting well es- 
tablished plenty. On lands cropped in 
wheat for the past twenty years the 
wheat crop this year was estimated from 
twenty to twenty-five bushels. The town 
reflects its setting in its buildings and 
improvements; it has three branch banks, 
ample hotel, mill, and elevator facilities. 

At La Portage we left the Canadian 
Pacific for the Canadian Northern. The 
Canadian Northern has its eastern termi- 
nus at Port Arthur, on Lake Superior, 
800 miles east of Winnipeg, and it ex- 
pects to be opened to Edmonton, 900 miles 
northwest of Winnipeg, by January Ist. 
It was not opened in 1903 and the route 
now traversed was through a country 
which the editors had not previously 
seen. We journeyed over the Canadian 
Northern as far as Battleford, about 250 
miles east of Edmonton, it being the 
farthest point west to which traffic was 
then open, although the rails were laid 
100 miles farther west. 

An all afternoon run brought us to the 
town of Dauphin, a portion of the run 
being through a country not yet settled 
and a considerable acreage perhaps not 
adapted to agriculture, being covered with 
a growth of poplar and scrub indigenous 
to the country. We remained all night 
at Daphin_and spent the morning of the 
following day in an extensive ride, as the 
guests of the citizens, through the coun- 
try adjacent to the town. Dauphin is 
situated on the Vermillion river, which 
flows into Lake Dauphin, a few miles 
distant from the town. A number of 
streams flow through this region of coun- 
try, and it is well wooded along the 
streams, being what the Canadians call a 
park or bluff country. A _ park country 
is a prairie country well dotted with 
clumps of trees and ponds or small lakes. 
A park country is always an indication 
of abundant rainfall. About Dauphin js 
some of the finest agricultural country in 
all Northwest Canada. The staple prod- 
ucts are as yet wheat and oats, and here 
we saw many sections and half sections 
of wheat, the yield estimated at from 
thirty to forty bushels per acre, and in 
some rare cases as high as fifty bushels, 
and fields of oats estimated at from 
seventy to eighty bushels. Northwest 
Canada as yet is distinctively a wheat 
country, and not much effort is being ex- 
pended in any other direction. But we 
saw enough while traversing the different 
parts of Canada to make us very opti- 
mistic as to the future of the country 
should it become necessary later on to 
diversify the oe a 

Leaving Dauphin about noon, our next 
destination was Battleford, the end of 
traffic on the Canadian Northern. We 
journeyed steadily all afternoon and until 
about 2 o’clock next morning before 
reaching Battleford, through a country 
much of the way so level that it seemed 
a perfect tableland, having only the nat- 
ural curve of the earth’s surface. Sit- 
ting in the observation end of the car 
we noted mile after mile the railway mile 
indexes, which were boards nailed to tel- 
egraph poles at about ten feet above the 


ground. We could see this mile index 
from one mile post to the next. During 
the afternoon we passed through the

Doukobor settlements, communistic set- 
tlements of Russian peasants having 
among them a fanatical sect who at dif- 
ferent times have started out on a jour- 
ney to find the Saviour, previously hav- 
ing discarded all their earthly posses- 
sions and in some instances their cloth- 
ing, starting out in the condition in 
which they were born. In the main, how- 
ever, they have developed into good farm- 
ers and are developing a good citizenship 


and making the country blossom as the 
rose. We also passed through different 
Mennonite settlements, out-croppings 
from the communistie settlement spoken 


of previously. They are everywhere good 
farmers and are said to be becoming well 
established in this world’s goods. The 


new town of Battleford is situated on 
the south side of the Saskatchewan 
river. The old town of Battleford, which 


is quite a historic old town, lies on the 
north side of the river, and has a popu- 
lation of from 800 to 1,000 people. Phe 
Saskatchewan is navigable as far as Ed- 
monton, 250 miles farther west. It is 
the Mississippi of Northwest Canada. 
The new town of Battleford is only a 
few months old, but already numbers fifty 
buildings with many more in process of 


erection. Its banks are already estab- 
lished, and the hotel and livery stable 
accommodations are ample. The pioneer 


of Northwest Canada enjoys many great 
advantages which the pioneers of the 
United States did not have. The pioneers 
of Northwest Canada found an organized 


government awaiting them, with abund- 
ance of police protection, and life and 
property as safe as in the old settled 


communities. They found also the rail- 
wavs going in advance of the pioneer and 
making the country easily accessible with 
supplies of fuel and lumber and the 
necessaries of life not much if any dearer 
than in older settled communities. About

Battleford lies a fine agricultural count 
of upland prairies very sparsely sett! 
as yet. From Battleford to onton 
lies, as we are told, throughout the en- 
tire distance the same stretch of table- 
lands, among the richest in Canada and 
as yet thinly settled, due to the fact that 
until penetrated by the Canadian North- 
ern it had not been so easily accessible 
to settlement. Homesteads are growing 
comparatively scarce in Canada, but in 
this region, lying west from Battleford 
to Edmonton, there was on the ist of 
September approximately thirty thousand 
homesteads yet to be taken up. 

Leaving = poo next morning we 
turned back in order to see the country 
by day light over which we had passed 
during the night.

a land of broad, level prairies, rich in 
agricultural possibilities, vast stretches 
of it untouched as yet by the plow of 
the farmer. After traversing the coun- 
try from La Portage to Battleford, a 
journey of about six hundred miles, one 
of the enthusiastic members of our party 
remarked that he had not seen a foot of 
land upon which a good farmer could 
not making a paying crop. 

At Warman, the junction of the 
Q'’Appelle, Long Lake & Saskatchewan 
railway with the Canadian Northern, we 
turned north to Prince Albert. Prince 
Albert lies in about 53 degrees north 
latitude and 106 degrees west longitude, 
on the Saskatchewan river and on nav- 
igable waters. It was late when we 
reached Prince Albert and consequently 
we did not get to see the outlying coun- 
try, parts of which are said to be finely 
adapted to agriculture. At Prince Albert 
are large lumber milling industries, and 
it is well located to develop into a city 
of commercial importance. We were en- 
tertained here by the citizens at a ban- 
quet. Prince Albert aspires to become 
the permanent capital of the new prov- 
ince of Saskatchewan. While the edi- 
torial excursion was in Canada the Terri- 
tories of Northwest Canada ceased to ex- 
ist and the provinces, or, as we would 
say, the states, of Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta took their places in the dominion 
government, replacing the territories. 
The province of Saskatchewan extends 
from 110 degrees west longitude to Man- 
itoba and from the international boundary 
to 55 degrees north latitude. The prov- 
ince of Alberta from 110 degrees west 
longitude to the Rocky mountains, and 
from the United States boundary to 55 
degrees north latitude, giving to each of 
the new provinces about 250,000 square 
miles of area. For years many leading 
Canadians have thought that Hudson 
Bay offered a practical route for trans- 
Atlantic shipments. This route would 
bring the grain fields of Northwest Can- 
ada 1,000 miles nearer the European mar- 
kets. The objection to the Hudson Bay 
route has been that it would not be open 
for commerce more than about three 
months in the year on account of the ice, 
but as this region becomes better known 
it is believed that the route would not 
be closed for more than three months at 
the most, and these three months, if 
at all, in the middle of the summer, when 
there is a possibility that the route might 
be interfered with by drifting ice and 
floating ice bergs. It is believed by many 
that the Canadian Northern will build in 
the next two or three years a railway 
stretching from the Alberta district ta 
a port on Hudson Bay. In case of the 
building of this road Prince Albert would 
hope from its location to secure the road 
through it, and thus have its commer- 
cial advantages greatly enhanced. 

On our journey to Prince Albert we 
stopped at Rosthern, where we were 
tendered a wild duck luncheon by the 
citizens and were taken for a ride through 
the country. The region about Rosthern 
is of great excellence and much of it 
finely improved. The town of Rosthern 
is in about 51 degrees north latitude and 
106 degrees west longitude. In the drive 
through the country we found the farm- 
ers living in houses which would be called 
good, substantial houses even in Iowa, 
the houses surrounded by groves, and 
large, well built barns; houses and barns 
painted, and everything bearing the im- 
press of prosperous times. At Isaac 
Dyck’s, a German farmer, where we 
stopped, we found growing in the garden 
potatoes, cucumbers, peas, tomatoes, 
onions, carrots, beans, cabbage, and 
fruits. At La Portage we had seen 
Duchess apple trees well filled with a 
good quality of apples. We may mention 
that at the Dominion experiment farms 
experiments are being conducted with 
good promise to produce hardy apples 
adapted to the northwest. All through- 
out Northwest Canada small fruit can be 
successfully grown and in some localities 
hardy varieties of apples. 

From Prince Albert our journey lay 
southeast over the Q’Appelle, Long Lake 
& Saskatchewan railway. Passing south 
of Warman and coming down to Sas- 
katoon, we again came into a well settled 
country. We found fine farm _ houses, 
barns, and out buildings, and wheat 
stretching away on either side of the 
railway as far as the eye could reach. 
We made short stops at Hanley and Dav- 
idson, where, through the courtesy of the 
citizens, drives were made through the 
wheat fields adjacent to town. We found 
it an exceedingly fertile country, with 
very heavy fields of wheat and oats. At 
Lumsden, on this road, we made an ex- 
cursion of some nine miles to Last Moun- 
tain Lake, where we were tendered a 
trip on the steamer owned by The Wm. 
Pierson Land Company, of Winnipeg. 
This lake is navigable for a distance of 
sixty miles with a width ranging from 
a mile to two or three miles, and with 
a maximum depth of about 100 feet. It 
is really a cleft in the prairie, for when 
you have reached the tops of the bluffs 
which rise above it to a height of prob- 
ably eighty or ninety feet, you are sim- 
ply at the level of the broad prairie land 
which stretches away to the eastward. 
This country, we are told, is a bluff coun- 
try (which means, as we have explained, 
a country covered with clumps of trees), 
with a fine light, or quick soil. The 
scenery about Last Mountain Lake is as 
beautiful as much of the scenery in the 
Highlands of Scotland, and as the country 
grows older the region around this lake 
is bound to become a famous summer re- 
sort. Stretching away to the southward 
from Last Mountain Lake and Lumsden 
is a heavy clay land which has made 
Regina and the country stretching away 
east to Indian Head and forty miles south 
to Weyburn famous as a great wheat 
country. 

Leaving Lumsden at night, we ran 
down to Regina, and from there east to 
Indian Head. Indian Head is celebrated 
for two reasons: It is in the heart of 
one of the richest wheat countries in 
Canada, and is the location of the 
Dominion experiment farm under the 
direction of Mr. Angus McKay, than 
whom no man‘in Canada holds a higher 
place in the respect of farmers. Indian 
Head is a little north of the 50th parallel 
and west of the 103d meridian at an alti- 
tude of about 2,300 feet. It is on the 
main line of the Candian Pacific, and 
along the tracks of this road one may 
count eleven elevators and a flouring mill. 
At the experiment farm about the same 
crops are grown as at Brandon, the only 
difference being that the yields of small 

rain at Indian Head are a little heavier.

wheats in Canada are the Fyfes. The 
red Fyfe is the standard of No. 1 hard. 
At Indian Head we saw a hybrid known 
as the Preston, a bearded wheat produced 
by a cross with the red Fyfe. The crop 
on this field was estimated at fifty bush- 
els. The quality of the grain was equal 
to that of the red Fyfe and would grade 
No. 1. It is several days earlier in ripen- 
ing than the Fyfe, which means very 
much in that climate, where occasionally 
an early frost will damage late varieties 
of wheat. This wheat resembles in ap- 
pearance the Early Java. At Red Deer, 


in northern Alberta, Mr. Geo. F. Root, 
formerly of Des Moines, is making an 
experiment with the Early Java. This 


year is the second year that he has grown 
it. He tells us the quality is equal to 
the Red Fyfe, quite as good a producer, 
and several days earlier. 

Turning back to Regina, 360 miles west 
of Winnipeg, we passed a quiet Sunday 
afternoon inspecting the city. Formerly 
the capital of the Northwest Territory, 
it is now the temporary capital of the 
new province of Saskatchewan, and will 
probably become the permanent capital. 
In an open sewer we were enabled to in- 
spect the soil for a depth of nearly thirty 
feet, a dark soil, the subsoil being of very 
little lighter color to the very bottom of 
the sewer, both the upper and _ subsoil 
having much the appearance of silt. This 
is a feature which seems common to al- 
most all of Northwest Canada, the soil 
appearing almost as fine as silt, and not 
cracking with drouth as does our Iowa 
soil. It seems to be capable of retaining 
all of the moisture it receives, and losing 
little or none by evaporation. 

Leaving Regina over the main line of 
the Canadian Pacific we ran forty miles 
west to Moose Jaw. Here the main line 
is joined by the Soo line, from Minne- 
anolis and St. Paul. It is under the con- 
trol of the Canadian Pacific, and is the 
shortest railway line between St. Paul 
and the Pacific coast. At Moose Jaw we 
found a pyramid of grains from the sur- 
rounding region, having in addition to the 
wheat and oats found everywhere, rye, 
barley, and ftlax, and grass specimens. 
We noted at different points in this region 
timothy of rank growth in the midst of 
the prairie grass, evidently from seed 
scattered during the railway construc- 
tion. Here we were invited by the gar- 
dener to walk through the gardens main- 
tained by the Canadian Pacific railroad 
about the station. This is a very com- 
mon feature at many Canadian railway 
stations. It serves as an advertisement 
to show what can be produced and also 
affords a considerable revenue, as the 
garden stuff produced is all rathered and 
marketed in the cities to the east and 
west. Here we found growing in pro- 
fusion and of good quality almost all 
the vegetable and root crops common in 
the gardens of our middle states. About 
the only difference noticeable is that here 
the garden is divided into small plats, 
each plat surrounded by a hedge, serving 
as a windbreak and helping to conserve 
heat and moisture; and the tilth is 
brought to the point of perfection. 
Through the courtesy of the citizens we 
were taken for a drive in the country. 
Here the land resembles more the gently 
undulating prairies of Iowa, and is ex- 
ceptionally fertile. The farms are large 
and the houses and barns roomy and com- 
fortable. Here, as at other points, were 
pointed out the farms of men who have 
amassed a competency in a few vears. 

Leaving Moose Jaw over the main line 
of the Candian Pacific, we started on a 
ten hours’ run for Dunmore Junction, 
where we left the main line for the Crow 
Nest Pass branch for Lethbridge. A few 
miles west of Moose Jaw we passed be- 
yond the limits of continuous settlement 
and grain growing and began the ascent 
of the steppe lying east of the Rockies. 
At no point is the ascent very marked, 
and here and there along the route are 
farms and scattered settlements to be seen 
showing that this country which was 
formerly considered arid and fit only for 
stock grazing is gradually being taken up 
for agricultural purposes. Here one notes 
traces of alkali, but it is said to be of 
a kind favorable to vegetation rather than 
otherwise. Small bodies of water are fre- 
quent and generally teem with water 
fowl. Old Wives lakes, two rather ex- 
pansive bodies of water lying to the 
south of the railway, have no outlet and 
are too alkaline for watering stock, while 
Reeds Lake, in the same locality, is not 
perceptibly alkaline. One peculiarity of 
the ponds and small lakes throughout this 
entire region is that the margins and 
bottoms are clear of vegetation.

OUR WEEKLY MARKET LETTER. 


Chicago, Nov. 6—There is no abatement 
in the general business of the country, 
and the Chicago bank clearin last 
month were a record breaker. The rail- 
roads continue to have more freight 
Offered than they can move promptly 
to the desired destinations, and within 
a short time orders have been placed by 
two leading roads, the New York Central 
and the Pennsylvania, for respectively 
25,000 and 21,000 new freight cars. Net 
earnings of the United States Steel 
Corporation for the third quarter of 1905 
were $31,240,582, compared with only 
$18,778,932 for the corresponding period 
last year, showing a gain of 66 r cent. 
This is significant of generally improved 
conditions, iron and steel having been 
termed the barometer of trade. The 
money market is firm, with loans by the 
Chicago financial institutions at 5 to 6 
per cent. Enormous amounts of currency 
have been sent to the country for mov- 
ing the crops, and there is a big demand 
for small bills to send to various grain 
regions. Japan has been drawing large 
sums from the United States to pay for 
the bonds subscribed for in this coun- 
try, but the time was inopportune for 
another Russian loan, and it was with- 
drawn for the present. There has been 
active speculation in the grain markets, 
with wheat, corn, and oats displaying 
considerable firmness much of the time. 
Husking and cribbing are going forward 
in the northern portions of the corn belt, 
and good progress has been made in fali 
plowing. In Illinois the soil generally 
holds ample moisture, and in many parts 
of the northern and central districts of 
the state plowing is completed. Pas- 
tures in most parts of the west are re- 
ported as good, and live stock is healthy 
and will enter the winter under favor- 
able conditions. The apple crop is gen- 
erally short, and that fruit is command- 
ing high prices, much of it bey small 
in size and inferior in quali The 

tato output in Illinois is much below 
elow the average yield, but the north- 
west has raised plenty of potatoes, and 
North Dakota has come out finely in 
this respect. A great deal of new corn 
is being contracted for early delivery at 
30 to 35 cents, and sections where farms 
are mostly worked by renters are free 
sellers. In other sections the corn will 
be largely fed to live stock, and some 
regions will bring in liberal quantities 
of corn from elsewhere, as they feed 
more cattle and hogs than they have 
feed for. It seems impossible at this 
date to arrive at any accurate conclusion 
as to the amount of cattle feeding that 
will be carried on during the approach- 
ing winter. The eastern sections seem 
to have purchased their feeders to a 
large extent earlier than average west- 
ern sections, and have taken on the 
whole better cattle than have their west- 
ern brethren. To a large extent western 
stockmen have been utting off buying 
cattle for their feed lots, as they are not 
willing to take their chances with feeders 
at ruling prices, hoping to see lower fig- 
ures at a later date. A good many west- 
ern range cattle have been sold to feed- 
ers. During the month of October 28,486 
cars of live stock were marketed here, 
against 26,473 cars a year ago. Durin 
the expired ten months of the year 246,33 
cars of live stock were received, com- 
pared with 231,158 cars for the like period 
last year. In the following table the first 
three lines indicate the receipts here for 
the month of October in the years named, 
the last three lines en the re- 
ceipts for the first ten months in the 
years named:

Cattle receipts have been extremely 
rm. of late, and last month’s receipts 
were the largest ever recorded for Octo- 
ber, last year excepted. For a week past 
it has been up-hill work for sellers of 
thin and half-fat cattle, which comprised 
the larger share of the offerings, to find 
buyers, and further weakness in prices 
resulted, numerous lots showing declines 
of 15 to 20 cents. Steers from the farm 
went at $3.00 to $4.00 for the poorer 
grades and at $6.00 to $6.30 for fancy 
lots, with sales largely at $4.10 to $5.75, 
and good to choice beeves selling at $5.00 
to $5.75. The cow and heifer trade was 
carried on at $1.15 to $5.45, with a 
scarcity of heifers prime enouw “y to sell 
above $4.25, and the best old canner 
cows fetching $2.15. For bulls buyers 
paid $1.90 to $4.25, according to quality, 
while sales were recorded of calves at 
$2.00 to $7.50, and milkers and springers 
at $20 to $50 per head. The best grade 
of native steers has remained firm, with 
smaller offerings, and western range cat- 
tle have shown firmness, with decreas- 
ing receipts, as is usual toward the close 
of the season. Range steers sold at $3.00 
to $4.75, the great bulk failing to sell 
above $4.25, while range cows and heifers 
sold at $2.25 to $4.00. The stocker and 
feeder traffic has been good at times and 
dull at others, with sales on a basis of 
$2.00 to $2.85 for the poorer kinds and 
at $3.50 to $4.25 for fair =, prime 
offerings. The supply of ordinary stock 
cattle continues liberal, while the better 
class of strong weight steers is in only 
moderate supply all the time. The per- 
centage of sales made above $4.00 is 
usually small. 

The October hog receipts were the 
largest seen for that month since 1901, 
and the receipts for the year are away 
ahead of recent years. Last week was 
a better one on the whole for buyers than 
for sellers, although the raids made by 
the packers were apt to be less flerce 
than in some recent weeks. The lack 
of a good eastern shipping demand was 
a bearish feature that counted for much, 
and the large local demand for fresh 
pork was the strongest factor of the 
market. The hogs now being marketed 
are falling off in average weight, and the 
indications favor an early decline’ in 
prices for the lighter weights, with a 
premium for heavy hogs. The east is 
receiving plenty of light hogs and does 
not have to depend upon the Chicago 
market to any great extent. The aver- 
age weight of the hogs received here 
last month was 234 pounds, compared 
with 241 pounds the preceding month, 
230 pounds the corresponding month last 
year, 241 pounds two years ago, and 227 
pounds three years ago. At the a

Clay, Robinson & Co., under date of 
November 4th, write: ‘‘Receipts of cat- 
tle totaled about 85,000 for the week, be- 
ing some 10,000 in excess of those of the 
previous week. Trade ruled rather un- 
even on native steers, although the gen- 
eral tendency was _ lower. The very 
scanty offering of strictly prime_ steers 
and well finished yearlings held fully 
steady throughout the week but all other 
classes suffered good sized declines; in 
fact, the closing market on common and 
medium native steers was generally 10 to 
15 cents lower than the previous week’s 
closing range and occasional transactions 
were called fully 20 cents off. The trade 
in common natives during the latter part 
of the week was seriously affected by a 
large run of rangers, the receipts of the 
latter cattle being rather larger than had 
been expected. Thursday fifty-five head 
of 1,118-pound branded Angus yearlings 
sold at $6.30, which is the top of the 
season for cattle of that age. Strictly 
choice lots of yearlings are quotable at 
$6.00 to $6.30, with a strong demand at 
all times. Export orders were rather 
light and most of the exporters bought 
their supplies at $5.25 to $5.60. Receipts 
of western cattle totaled about 22,000 
for the week, and closing values show 
10 to 15 cents decline on practically all 
grades. However, the bulk of the 
rangers have been marketed and receipts 
should be considerably less from now on. 
Supplies in the butcher stock division 
were exceedingly heavy and trade closed 
the week in a demoralized condition, with 
very little demand for anything except 
strictly choice cows and heifers, and even 
these sorts went 15 to 20 cents lower. 
Veal calves lost 50 cents during the week, 
the bulk of the good veals selling at 
$6.50 to $6.75. Stockers and feeders are 
still at the low point of the season with 
large oe yr on hand, and it still ap- 
pears to be a good time to lay in sup- 
plies. 

“Receipts of hogs totaled 130,000 for 
the week, and while closing values were 
but little changed from those of last 
week yet the trade is in a weak condi- 
tion and has had a lower tendency at 
most times. Early this week a slight 
gain was noted but this was soon lost. 
Although supplies have been well dis- 
tributed there have been large supplies 
of hogs left over at the close of each 
day’s trade, the bulk of these being 
heavy packers, which class has been ex- 
tremely hard to sell of late. It appears 
as if the packers are going to make 
good their prophecies that taey would 





have hog prices well below the $5.00 level 
before January. At bre present time the 
bulk of the good ogs are selling at 
$5.00 to $5.10 and "packing grades as 
low as $4.50. Even at this decline prices 
are some 10 to 20 cents higher than @ 
year ago. The shipping demand is very 
light and takes only a few of the best 
si weight hogs. With further de- 
cline# in sight it appears advisable to 
market at once any hogs that are in 
shape. 

“Receipts of sheep for the week totaled 
about 45,000, being some 15,000 less than 
those of last week. The long looked for 
turn in prices has at last been reached 
and the trade during the last few days 
has been weak and somewhat lower on 
each day. Practically all values show 15 
to 25 cents decline for the week with 
plain native classes suffering the most. 
Although prices are lower the demand Is 
still strong and prices are $1.00 to $1.25 
higher than those prevailing a year ago. 
In the lamb market values show 10 to 
15 cents decline for the week, but every- 
— is in strong demand and moves 
readily. Fewer feeding lambs are on 
sale this week than for several weeks 
past and a good clearance was effected, 
although best feeders are 20 to 30 cents 
below the high point of the season. 
Although the trade is closing with 4 
weak tone there seems to be no reason 
why values should not maintain a com- 
paratively high level, and the only people 
that are likely to suffer by any decline 
will be those who purchased feeding 
stock at the high point of the season.

UNCLE SAM ON COOKING. 


We don’t like to go poking around 
the kitchen to find out how the good 
wife or anybody else’s good wife or 
hired girl, as the case may be, does 
the cooking for the family. They 
might say: “What do you know about 
it, anyhow? Better keep on telling 


larmers how to prepare the seed bed 
and select the seed, how to cultivate 
and grow the grain, or how to grow 
the cattle to furnish the raw material 
for kitchen use, and let us look after 
the cooking of them.” Nevertheless, 
we have for a long time had a notion 
that if the science of cooking were 
thoroughly understood there would be 
very much’'less difference between the 
prices of the different cuts of beef, 
pork, and mutton, a greater part of 
the animal would be consumed, and 
as a result farmers would have better 
Prices for beef, pork, and mutton. 
Uncle Sam at least, in other words, 
the department of agriculture, does 
not consider the subject beneath his 
notice, and from time to time pub- 
lishes bulletins which are worthy of 
the careful study of farmers’ wives, 
or any other man’s wife, or any per- 
son who has charge of the cooking for 
a family. We don’t propose to dis- 
cuss that matter fully, but simply to 
show our best cooks that the aforesaid 
Uncle Samuel knows what he is talk- 
ing about, we give his directions for 
cooking different cuts of meat, as 
contained in Farmers’ Bulletin No. 34, 





entitled “Meats: Composition and 
Cooking.” Every farmer’s wife can 
have this by sending a postal card 
requesting it to the Department of 
Agriculture, Washington, D. C. 


In speaking of the cooking of beef, 
“It is impossible,” says Uncle Sam, 
“to make a rich broth and have a 
juicy, highly flavored piece of boiled 
meat at the same time. If the meat 
alone is to be used, the cooking in 
water should be as follows: Plunge 
the cut at once into a generous sup- 
ply of boiling water and keep the 
water at the boiling point, or as near 
boiling as possible, for ten minutes, 
in order to coagulate the albumen and 
seal the pores of the meat; the coat- 
ing thus formed will prevent the 
solvent action of the water and the 
escape of the soluble albumen and 
juices from the inner portions of the 
meat. But if the action of the boiling 
water should be continued, the whole 
interior of the meat would, in time, 
be brought near the temperature of 
boiling water, and all the albumen 
would be coagulated and rendered 
hard. Instead of keeping the water at 
the boiling point (212 degrees Fahren- 
heit) therefore, the temperature 
should be allowed to fall to about 180 
degrees Fahrenheit, when the meat 
could be thoroughly cooked without 
becoming hard. A longer time will 
be required for cooking meat in this 
way, but the albumen will not be 
firmly coagulated, and the flesh will 
be tender and juicy instead of tough 
and dry, as will be the case when the 





water is kept boiling, or nearly boil- 
ing, during the entire time of 
cooking.” 


If, on the other hand, we want to 
use the broth and meat both, we are 
told that we must cook it in a differ- 
ent way; in other words, we must 
stew it. He suggests that farmers’ 
wives really don’t know as much about 
stewing as they ought to, because of 
the false notion among Americans, 
which spurns economy or any attempt 
at economy in diet. His directions 
are as follows: 

“In stewing, the meat should be cut 
into small pieces, so as to present rel- 
atively as large a surface as possible, 
and instead of being quickly plunged 
into hot water, should be put into 
cold water in order that much of the 
juices and flavoring materials may 
be dissolved. The temperature should 
then be slowly raised until it reaches 
about 180 degrees, where it should be 
kept for some hours. Treated in this 
way, the broth will be rich and the 
meat still tender and juicy. If the 
water is made much hotter than 180 
degrees the meat will be dry and 
fibrous. It is true that if a high tem- 
perature is maintained long enough 
the connective tissues will be changed 
to gelatin and partly dissolved away, 
and the meat will apparently be so 
tender that if touched with a fork it 
will fall to pieces. It will be dis 
covered, however, that no matter how 
easily the fibers come apart they 
offer. considerable resistance to masti- 
cation. The albumen and fibrin have 





become thoroughly coagulated, and 
while the fibers have separated from 
each other the prolonged boiling has 
only made them drier and firmer.” 
Now suppose farmers’ wives try 
that. We know that quite a number 
of them have tried it, and these will 
know that our Uncle Samuel is talk- 
ing sense. If the rest will try it, 
they will find the result both pleasant 
and profitable, and the grace of econ- 
omy when they have to buy meat.

STORAGE OF APPLES. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

It is a well known fact that from 
the report of the apple crop in the 
various apple growing sections of the 
middle west there will be a shortage 
of winter varieties, and the prices are 
already very high. In such years 
when there is a shortage of the late 
varieties of apples and there is a good 
quantity of fall varieties it should be 
the plan of the grower to put such 
varieties in cold storage as will keep 
well and hold them for a good market 
and high prices. In years where the 
crop is so short of good late varieties 
the demand for any good fruit is 
greatly increased in a short period 
during the early part of September; 
when the early fall varities are being 
sold there is usually an oversupply— 
as the small grower with a half dozen 
trees and ten or fifteen bushels of 
apples has no idea of holding them 
for a few weeks for better prices, but 
sells at once for almost any price— 
thus the market becomes glutted and 
prices range very low. But the 
man who has many dozens of trees 
or a large acreage of such varieties as 
Famuese, Wealthy, and Wolf River 
should plan to store them or hold 
them for several weeks, which can be 
done without much danger of loss, and 
in a short time the prices will ad- 
vance rapidly. 

Famuese apples could have been 
bought early this year for 50 cents 
per bushel, and such varieties are now 
being sold for $1.50 per bushel, and 
in small quantities for more. 

Where the apples are to be stored 
for only a short period, and the 
weather is suitable, they can be placed 
in crates under the trees from which 
they are picked. Any crates such as 
peach or orange, which are usually to 
be found at the grocery stores, would 
serve the purpose very well in which 
to store them. E. E. LITTLE.

“FEWER CATTLE, AND BETTER.” 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

I read with interest your article in 
a recent issue of the Farmer regard- 
ing the improvement of cattle and use 
of improved bulls, etc. entitled 
“Fewer Cattle, and Better.” If a few 
words from a farmer, breeder, and 
handler of beef and breeding stock is 


not out of place, I beg to submit them. 
In the first place farmers get some 
strange ideas as well as other people 
without knowing why. There has not 
been a time in ten years that a farmer 
could not buy a very good young 
registered bull for $100 or less, and 
most of the time at much less, of any 
of the beef breeds. 

Most any time a farmer can buy a 
very good young bull at $75 and un- 
der, not the one show. bull out of ten 
or fifteen in a herd, but one as well 
bred but a plainer individual and.per- 
haps a better breeder, for the show 
bull does not always sire calves 
that make show cattle. Who has 
not seen a fine athletic family 
from a very. plain, undersized 
father, a plain mother with hand- 
some children or a beautiful ‘mother 
with the plainest of children? 
What you want is breeding, the right 
kind of blood; then the better the 
individual, the better your chances. 

But a good individual of good blood 
can be had now at $75 to $100: Any 
bull that the quarter section farmer 
could buy would cost him $30 to 
$40 and at the same time a registered 
bull could be had at $75. The average 
bull ‘at five to six years of age, if fat, 
will sell for $75 to $100 for beef. But 
why sell him then? The average bull 
is as good on a small herd until ten 
or twelve years old; change with some 
neighbor and keep on. The farmer 
or anyone else who does not use his 
bull as a stud bull should have no bull 
at all. Save your bull’s vitality. 
Save your cows and get better results. 
The crop of calves from a pure bred 
bull and twenty cows would be worth 
enough more than the same number 
from a scrub bull to more than pay 
the difference in cost of the sire the 
first year, for $2 to $5 per head is a 
low estimate. 

Twenty to twenty-five years ago we 
sold grade bulls to go to Texas at 
nine to twelve months of age at $75 
per head and over, and many hun- 
dreds were sold and shipped there. 
Steers at that time came to the mar- 
kets at four years of age or over and 
weighed 800 to 900 pounds, lank and 
lean of body and long of horn, and as 
wild as a deer. After the grade bull 
had begun to show improvement in

the range herds, ranchmen began to 
buy registered stock, not confining 
themselves always to the cheapest, 
plainest ones, either. Think of $5,000 
for a bull to turn on the open range, 
and I have no doubt Col. Slaughter 
would tell you now that it was one of 
the best investments he ever made.

SHEEP TICKS. 


The Irish Board of Agriculture has 
recently issued a leaflet to Irish farm- 
ers on the subject of the sheep tick. 
It incidentally contains a life history 
of what the Irishman calls the “ked,” 
or what we know as the sheep tick, 


as follows: 

“The Ked (Melophagus ovinus).— 
This pest, often erroneously termed 
‘the tick,’ is probably the most widely 
distributed of the parasites which at- 
tack sheep. It is a member of the 
same order (Diptera) as contains the 
house fly, but is wingless. It is about 
one-fourth of an inch in length, has 
a compressed leathery body, brown- 
gray in color, and covered with short 
hairs. The ked does not lay eggs; 
these are hatched in the body of the 
parent insect and the maggot is nour- 
ished there. When the maggot is de- 
posited development is so far ad- 
vanced that it at once becomes a pupa 
under cover of the puparium. The 
brown pupal cases (puparia) may be 
found at the base of the wool fibers. 
Reproduction is slow, each female pro- 
ducing about three to five pupae at 
intervals of a few days, after which 
it dies. Keds are for the most part 
spread by contact with one sheep with 
another. The mature creatures suck 
the blood of the sheep and cause irri- 
tation and loss of condition.” 

What the Irishman knows as sheep 
tick is a different insect altogether, 
and infests cattle as well as sheep. 
The eggs of this latter tick are laid 
in damp grass, where the larvae 
hatch, attach themselves to the sheep 


or cattle, and after feeding fall to the | 


ground and moit, then take another 
dose of mutton or beef, fall to the 
ground, and molt again. 

The leaflet gives experiments with 
some sixteen varieties of dip. Most 
of these dips kill the keds, or what 
we know as ticks, but not all of them 
destroy the puparia, or what we call 
the egg. Summing it up, the leaflet 
says: 

“Generally speaking, the tar acid 
and crude tar products destroyed the 
insects almost immediately. The 
tobacco dips were nearly as active, 
while the sulphur and arsenic prepa- 
rations required a little longer time. 

“As the puparia appear to hatch out 
about twenty-one days after being de- 
posited by the female, a second dip- 
ping at the end of three weeks would 
doubtless have a marked effect in get- 
ting the sheep clear of keds. By that 
time the puparia left in the fleece 
after the first dipping would have 
hatched out, and as there is no evi- 
dence to show that keds produce 
puparia within three weeks after they 
are hatched, it would only be neces- 
sary for the second dipping to destroy 
the keds which had appeared since the 
previous dipping. 

“It was evident that where some of 
the poisonous dips were used, a sec- 
ond dipping after an interval of twelve 
days was injurious to the health of 
the sheep, so that where a second dip- 
ping is desired for the destruction of 
keds, the proper time would appear to 
be about three weeks after the first 
immersion.” 

All this may appear to be a little

DR. PETERS ON BARRENNESS., 


Dr. Peters, of Nebraska, suggests a 
cure for barrenness which is easily ad- 
ministered by any intelligent farmer. 
It is based on the theory that barren- 
ness frequently occurs because the 
secretions of the generative organs 
of the female are of an unnatural acid 
instead of the natural slightly alkaline 
condition. In cases where this is the 
cause the remedy suggested would 
seem to be entirely rational: 

Take an ordinary two-cent cake of 
yeast, make it into a paste with luke- 
warm water a day before the cow is 
expected td come in heat. Let this 
paste stand in a moderately warm 
room for about twelve hours. Then 
add a pint of freshly boiled luke-warm 
water and let stand another twelve 
hours. Inject this into the vagina as 
soon as the cow is seen to be coming 
in heat, and breed just as she goes 
out, 

This would seem a rational treat- 
ment for barrenness when it arises 
from an acid condition of the secre- 
tions. It will not, of course, be of any 
use where the barrenness results from 
excessive fatness or other causes. It 
is so simple, however, that it is 
worth trying. The injection can be 
made with a rubber tube half an inch 
in diameter, attached to the bottom of 
an ordinary bucket that is hung up a 
couple of feet higher than the cow’s 
back. 





DAIRY COW RATION. 


A Harrison county, Iowa, corre- 
spondent writes: 

“Would you please give me some 
information in regard to a ration for 
a herd of dairy cows? I milk twenty 
head and deliver the milk to custom- 
ers in town. The herd consists mostly 
of grade Jerseys, and I think they are 
fairly good cows, but they are not 
doing as well as they should. They 
run on clover pasture during the day, 
though the pasture is pretty short, 
are well housed at night and fed from 
eighty to 100 pounds of bran and 
alfalfa hay night and morning.

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cheapest ration that I can give them 
that will answer the purpose. Alfalfa 
hay is $5.00 per ton, bran $14, oats 
about 25 cents, and corn 30 or 35 
cents per bushel. They were giving 
a good flow of milk until the hot, dry 
time in August. I took the business 
so late in the season that I had noth- 
ing on hands to feed them at that 
time, so they fell off about one-half 
in quantity of milk. They have gained 
some of that back, but not very much. 
Will it be possible to feed them so as 
to increase the quantity any more? 
I would like to make just one 
delivery a day after it gets cooler, but 
do not know how to handle the milk 
from night till morning so as to get 
it to customers in first-class shape.” 

If your cows are running on pasture 
during the day and each fed bran at 
the rate of four or five pounds and in 
addition good alfalfa hay at night, well 
housed and well cared for, as you 
mention in your letter, they ought 
to do well. If I were to suggest any 
change I would feed a few pounds 
of ground corn instead of the bran. 
The ration you are feeding now is 
quite narrow. . Bran and alfalfa are 
both rich in protein or muscle and 
milk-producing elements. If you can 
buy good alfalfa hay at $5.00 per ton, 
that is the cheapest roughage you can 
feed the cows, in connection with 
ground corn. Fifteen to twenty 
pounds of alfalfa hay and about nine 
to twelve pounds of corn, preferably 
ground up, makes a good balanced 
ration. It should be remembered in 
this connection that the individuality 
of the cow must be considered. By 
watching how the different cows do 
on such a ration it can easily be ad- 
justed so as to suit the individual re- 
quirements of the cows. The ration 
suggested here is good for the aver- 
age milk cow weighing about a thou- 
sand pounds. 

At 25 cents per bushel oats would 
be worth $15 per ton. Considering 
that bran is not produced on the farm 
and not so easily obtained as the oats, 
at the price quoted for the two feeds 
I should prefer feeding the oats. Oats 
is practically a balanced ration in it- 
self. There is not a great deal of 
difference in the two feeds in regard 
to their nutritive value. Bran is a 
little more bulky, contains more min- 
erals, and a little more protein than 
does oats. 

You also state that the flow of milk 
diminished greatly when the _ short 
pasture, hot weather, and flies began. 
This is a common occurrence with 
cows. It is of great importance to 
have something in addition to the 
pasturage to feed cows during this 
time. The best and cheapest feed 
with which to tide the cows over the 
early dry season is silage. Silage is 
one of the first essentials in feeding 
cows. Silage is cheap, succulent, and 
healthy, and well liked by cows. It 
is a feed that can easily be stored and 
fed. A little later on in the dry sea- 
son green fodder corn is perhaps the 
cheapest, most convenient, and- best 
to feed cows. Both can be fed in the 
pasture or in the stable. In connec- 
tion with this corn fodder a few 
pounds of bran daily will help to bal- 
ance up the ration. 

In regard to handling the night’s 
milk so as to keep it in good condi- 
tion, it is well to first aerate it by 
pouring or dipping where the _ at- 
mosphere is pure, then cool quickly 
to a temperature of 50 degrees, or 
lower if possible. A nice sanitary way 
is to put it now into sterilized pint or 
quart glass bottles having sanitary 
caps. Any creamery supply house can 
furnish these bottles. If you prefer 
not to bottle, aerate the milk and put 
it in cans and cool as quickly as pos- 
sible. ‘Of course all milk should be 
strained. Absorbent cotton strainers 
will remove fine particles of dust that 
the ordinary strainer will not. 

One of the first considerations in 
keeping milk sweet is cleanliness in 
milking. Cows’ udders and teats 
should be well brushed and dampened 
before the milk is drawn and milk- 
ing should be done with dry hands. 
The bacteria that causes milk to sour 
comes from cows’ bodies and the air, 
and sometimes from unclean vessels 
used. Milk vessels should be thor- 
oughly washed and scalded every time 
they are used. G. L. McKAY.

PROVIDE CHARCOAL FOR THE 
PIGS, 


Our readers will contribute very 
much toward the health of their pigs, 
however well they may be fed other- 
wise, by providing them plenty of 
charcoal. This is an easy problem 
where farmers have more or less tim- 
ber. Simply burn the wood till it is 
thoroughly charred, then smother the 
fire out. It is quite as easy for the 
farmers on the prairie to provide 
charcoal, perhaps of inferior quality, 
but still answering the purpose very 
well, by simply charring corn cobs. 
Dig a hole in the ground two or three 
feet wide and as many deep. Start 
a good fire in the bottom with chips 
or other kindling or corn cobs soaked 
in kerosene. Then fill up with cobs, 
and when the charring is complete 
and the entire cob burned through 
but not reduced to ashes, cover over 
with boards or something else, cover- 
ing this with dirt to exclude the air. 
After this is smothered out mix it 
with salt and wood ashes, put it in 
a feed box so arranged that hogs can 
get what they want of it when they 
want it. You will be surprised at the 
amount of it which they will eat when 
they have an opportunity. 





PROBABLY SWINE PLAGUE. 


An Iowa correspondent writes: 


“IT would like to know what to do 
with my hogs. They get sick and die 
at the rate of one or two every week. 
I opened one and found the liver and 
heart bloodshot. They also breathe 
hard, as if they had the thumps.” 


This is probably a case of swine 
plague. The breathing somewhat re- 
sembles thumps, but on close observa- 
tion it will be seen to be quite dif- 
ferent. In swine plague, the lungs be- 
come hepatized, that is, filled with 
cheesy matter, until they resemble the 
liver. This decreases the capacity of 
the lungs and the hog thus affected 
draws a long breath and lets it out 
quickly, which is quite different from 
what is known as thumps in overfat 
little pigs. 

We do not know that there is any 
medicine that will cure this disease. 
We would advise separating the sick 
from the well, taking away all the 
corn from the sick, and reducing the 
amount fed to those apparently well. 
Turn the sick out onto a blue grass 
or clover pasture. Where pumpkins 
can be had, feed them to the hogs 


liberally. Use skim-milk where it is 
available. Let the disease take its 
course. Give the hogs access to 


plenty of salt and ashes. This is 
about all that we know that can be 
done. 





ALFALFA FOR HOGS AND HAY. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

Concerning the question that has 
been raised by your Woodbury county, 
Iowa, correspondent as to the success 
of alfalfa in the Iowa hog lot, I be- 
lieve the danger of failure lies more 
in experimenting with a small lot than 
with a large piece, or with an acreage 
sufficiently large to furnish both hog 
pasture and hay. To raise in one sea- 
son three good crops of hay and at 
the same time pasture a drove of hogs 
in the same field looks like eating 
your cake and yet keeping it, but that 
is what can be done, and some have 
found by experience that the best way 
to raise hogs on alfalfa is to. turn 
them into the hay field. The hogs in 


| a large field do not tramp the alfalfa 


down nor eat it down, yet you give 
them the finest kind of a hog pasture 
from early in the spring until late in 
the fall and get three crops of hay 
besides. On the other hand, if you 
only put a small lot in alfalfa I know 
from experience that if you turn in 
too early the hogs will kill out the 
alfalfa. They will even kill out an 
oid stand of alfalfa if turned in early 
and confined to a small patch. When 
hogs are pastured in the hay field it 
is best, when it comes to make hay, 
to first cut one-half the field and put 
it up and then cut the other half. In 
this way the hogs are kept working 
on one-half the field and then the 
other. 

I have seen enough of alfalfa grow- 
ing in Iowa to know that it does well 
in all sections of the state when prop- 
erly handled, but as your correspond- 
ent has found, it will not stand “wet 
feet.” I have seen it successfully 
grown on very rolling land while down 
on the flat bottom it had killed out,

either because of the wet or possibly 
because of snow melting on the hill- 
side and the water forming a coat 
of ice on the flat that would smother 
the alfalfa, or clover either. 
Alfalfa is a strong feeder and on hill 
land it should occasionally have a 
light coating of manure applied with 
a manure spreader which would 
spread it even. The main trouble 
with alfalfa in Iowa or humid regions 
is in curing the hay, yet with three 
cuttirgs and two loads to the acre 
each cutting one can afford to lose a 
crop now and then and still find it a 
very profitable crop. HH. M. ¥. 





BRICK FLOOR FOR HOG HOUSE. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

In your issue of October 6th an 
O’Brien county, Iowa, subscriber asks 
for information in regard to a brick 
floor for a hog house. Five years ago 
I built a hog house and put in a hard 
brick floor and it has given entire 
satisfaction. I consider it far ahead 
of cement for a floor. It is always 
cool in summer and warm in winter 
if put down in a good building, as 
bedding is always dry, where with a 
cement floor the bedding is always 
wet, as several of my neighbors tell 
me that have cement floors. I first 
built a stone wall laid in cement (con- 
crete will do just as well) twenty- 
four inches high and twelve inches in 
the ground and twelve inches above. 
I then filled in with dirt well tamped 
down to within six inches of the top 
of the sill, which is 2x8, then cover 
with a layer of sand four inches deep, 
which should be packed as solid as 
possible. Then commence and lay 
two courses of brick flat (not on edge) 
from one side of the house to the 
other and have them about one-half 
inch above the sill, then place a 2x8 
on them and with a heavy weight 
pound them down level with the sill.

Children are so fond of candy and 
sweets that many of their little sick 
spells could be directly traced to eat- 
ing too much candy or to eating candy 
that is not fresh and pure. I know 
one wise mother who once a week 
gives her family a dessert of good 
candy. She buys only candy of the 
very best quality and “candy day” is 
looked forward to by all the children 
of the family. They have learned not 


to expect or ask for candy at any 
other time, and as a consequence their 
general health has been improved. 





Good health is the foundation of 
happiness and contentment, and pure 
and wholesome food is of the greatest 
importance in promoting and main- 
taining good health. It is hard to esti- 
mate the influence our food has upon 
our ability to bring things to pass, 
and to enjoy our work and our play. 
Foods put up in packages are often 
preferable to those sold in bulk at 
the local grocery. A good deal de- 
pends on the grocer and where he 
buys his supplies. Home grown prod- 
ucts are always preferable, but a 
great many things can not be produced 
at home and these must be secured 
either from the producer or from some 
middleman. Look well to the clean- 
liness and purity of all the food that 
comes into your home. Remember 
that good health depends upon three 
things—pure food, pure water, and 
pure air. 





Among the good old proverbs that 
will never wear out is “An ounce of 
prevention is worth a pound of cure.” 
At this season of the year especially 
mothers should remember this good 
advice and take care to avoid colds 
that prevail among children. In late 
fall the feet are chilled by the cold 
walks and often wet by the damp 
grass and the children should be closely 
watched to see that damp shoes are 
changed as soon as they come in and 
that the feet are well protected. In 
no way will a child or grown person 
take cold quicker than from damp or 
cold feet. 





WHAT ABOUT THE PARTY? 


To Hearts and Homes: 

The season is approaching when 
our young schoo] boys and girls will 
be having their parties. These parties 
are very full of power in molding the 
characters of the young. Because the 
boys and girls will have these gather- 
ings, because of the moral influence 
exerted there, and because they are 
so vitally connected with our homes, 
I believe it would be both timely and 
profitable if interested persons would 
express in Hearts and Homes their 
views on the subject.

Egg Toast: For six slices of bread one 
egg, one cup of milk, a little salt; beat 
the egg, add salt and milk, soak 
the bread in this until soft, and fry on 
buttered griddle, browning both sides.

Tomato Soup: One pint tomatoes, one 
pint water; stew until soft; add one-half 
teaspoon soda; when it foams up add 
one pint sweet milk, salt, butter, and 
pepper to. taste. Serve with rolled 
crackers or thicken with. one teaspoon 
corn starch dissolved in a little cold 
water; boil a few minutes, and serve. 
Macaroni With Cheese: Cook macaroni 
in water until soft, then put in a deep

dish with alternate layers of finely cut 
cheese and a little salt. Fill the dish 
with milk and bake three-fourths of an 
hour. 

Tomato and Macaroni: Alternate lay- 
ers of cooked tomatoes and stewed 
macaroni with bits of butter; salt and 


pepper to taste; 
bits of 
minutes. 

To Boil Rice Quickly: Have two quarts 
of water and one teaspoon salt boiling in 
an uncovered kettle, throw in one cup 
of rice, and let it boil fast. Cook fifteen 
or twenty minutes. Add more water if 
needed. The moment the grains are soft 
pour into colander; drain. This makes 
a nice dessert eaten with cream and 
sugar, or a good vegetable dish eaten 
with meat. What is left can be used in 
soup or pudding, or with cheese instead 
of macaroni. 

Quick Puff Pudding: Stir one-half 
pint of flour, one teaspoon baking powder 
and a little salt into milk until soft; 
place well greased cups in steamer, and 
into each put one spoonful of batter, 
then one of berries or any fruit, covering 
with one of batter. Cover steamer, and 
steam twenty minutes. 

Hasty Pudding: Put one quart of 
water on stove to boil. Mix one pint corn 
meal, one teaspoon salt, and one table- 
spoon fiour with one pint cold milk; stir 
this into the boiling water: boil half an 
hour, stirring often. Serve hot with milk, 
or when cold, slice and fry. 

Graham ’ Mush: Mix half a cup of 
graham flour and half a teaspoon salt. 
Make into a smooth paste with a little 
cold water. Stir into a pint of boiling 
water. Cook twenty minutes, stirring 
often. Eat with cream. 

Egg and milk dishes should be rinsed 
in cold water before washing. 

Instead of cloth use paper to clean the 
stove and use soft paper with kerosene 
to brighten teakettle.

HINTS AND RECIPES. 


To Hearts and Homes: 

I have received so much help from 
this department I thought I would come 
again. Perhaps I can add a few more 
helpful suggestions which may lighten 
another's care ‘ 

How many mothers help to teach their 
children to be neat and careful with 
school books by putting on a neat cover? 
If so, have you learned the value of white 
or eolored oil cloth for this purpose? 

was much inconvenienced by the 
cap on the handle of my flour sifter be- 
coming unsoldered so often. Recently, 
when hastily trying to bake, it troubled 
me so I could think of nothing else but 
to cast it aside and buy a new one, when 
by chance I picked up an empty No. 40 
thread spool and had an inspiration. I 
unscrewed the crank, pulled it out, then 
firmly pushed the spool into the empty 
handle, and, replacing the crank, found 
that trouble at an end. 

A cloth wrung out of cold or ice water 
and applied often to a child's throat will 


quickly break up a sudden attack of 
croup. A dry cloth should be placed over 
the wet one to keep clothing dry. I 
have never failed with this remedy. 


Care should be taken to keep the patient 
warm. 


I clip the gummed edges from all the 
drop letters or self-addressed envelopes 
from advertising firms and find the 
tedious task of labeling fruit, pickles, 
jellies, etc.,* greatly facilitated. Also I 
use small pieces in repairing torn pages 


in books or of sheet music. 

I have two little folks to soil clothing, 
and on a recent trip with them found 
a laundry bag for soiled articles a great 
help in keeping our belongings in order; 
only mine was a white sugar sack with 
a deep hem turned back, stitched twice 
an inch from the edge (to form a frill) 
and a white tape run in for a drawstring. 
It is easily made and laundered, is 
inexpensive, and very satisfactory when 
one makes but rare trips from home for 
only a few days. 

Sweet Relish: Ripe or green tomatoes 
are used, and this requires no cooking. 
One peck of tomatoes, six sweet peppers, 
six medium -sized onions, two cups 
chopped celery, two tablespoonfuls 
ground cinnamon, two tablespoons white 
mustard seed, one-half cup salt, three 
pints vinegar (diluted), three cups brown 
sugar, one-half cup grated horseradish. 
Peel the tomatoes dry, use the salt with 
them, and chop fine; also chop the onions, 





pepners, and celery, put together, and 
drain in sack for twenty-four hours. 
Add tne seasoning, well mixed, and in 


two to three weeks it is ready to use. 
Tomato Catsup: Two quarts of 
tomatoes, one onion (cut fine), two table- 
spoons of salt. Boil until quite thick, 
then work it all through the seive, ex- 
cept seeds. Then put back on stove and 
add three tablespoons brown sugar, two 
scant tablespoons of mustard, one of 
allspice and one of cinnamon, one tea- 
spoon of black pepper, one teaspoon of 
ground cloves, one-fourth teaspoon red 
pepper, one grated nutmeg, one pint good 


vinegar. Boil until thick enough to 
please and seal into large mouthed bot- 
tles while hot. It requires much stir- 
ring that it may not burn. 

My Own Maple Syrup: One and one- 
half cups granulated sugar, three-fourths 
of a cup dark brown sugar; add enough 


water to make thick to suit preference. 
When done, add one-half teaspoon or less 
of vanilla extract. A. E. W.

THE PRAYER OF NEHEMIAH. 


(Notes on the Sabbath School Les- 
son for November 19, 1905.—Nehe- 
miah, 1:1-11.) 

“The words of Nehemiah, the son 
of Hachaliah: ‘And it came to pass 
in the month Chislev, in the twentieth 
year, as I was at Shushan, the palace, 
(2) That Hanani, one of my brethren, 
he and certain men out of 
Judah; and I asked them concerning 
the Jews that had escaped, which 
were left of the captivity, and con- 
cerning Jerusalem. (3) And they said 
unto me, “The remnant that are left 
of the captivity there in the province 
are in great affliction and reproach; 
the wall of Jerusalem also is broken 
down, and the gates thereof are 
purned with fire.” (4) And it came 
to pass when I heard these words, 
that I sat down and wept, and 
mourned certain days, and fasted and 
prayed before the God of,heaven. (5) 
And said, “I beseech thee, O Lord God 
of heaven, the great and terrible God, 
that keepeth covenant and mercy for 
them that love him and keep his com- 
mandments; (6) Let thine ear now be 
attentive, and thine eyes open, that 
thou mayest hearken unto the prayer 
of thy servant, which I pray before 
thee now, day and night, for the chil- 
dren of Israel thy servants, and con- 
fess the sins of the children of Israel, 
which we have sinned against thee; 
yea, I and my father’s house have 
sinned. (7) We have dealt very cor- 
ruptly against thee, and have not kept 
the commandments, nor the statutes, 
nor the ordinances, which thou com- 
mandest thy servant Moses. (8) Re- 
member, I beseech thee, the word that 
thou commandest thy servant Moses, 
saying, “If ye trespass, I will scatter 
you abroad among the peoples; (9) 
But if ye return unto me, and keep 
my commandments, and do them; 
though your outcasts were in the 
uttermost part of heaven, yet will I 
gather them from thence, and will 
bring them unto the place that I have 
chosen to cause my name to dwell 
there.”. (10) Now these are thy serv- 
ants and thy people, whom thou hast 
redeemed by thy great power, and by 
thy strong hand. (11) O Lord, I be- 
seech thee, let now thine ear be at- 
tentive to the prayer of thy servant, 
and to the prayer of thy servants, 
who delight to fear thy name; and 
prosper, I pray thee, thy servant this 
day, and grant him mercy in the sight 
of this man.’ (For I was the king’s 
cupbearer.)” 

While Ezra was the most learned 
man of his age, while he was thor- 
oughly devoted to the service of his 
God, and while he was the man needed 
to accomplish moral reforms, he was 
not the man for the position of 
governor of Judah at this crisis. I 
know of nothing more striking in 
sacred history than the method by 
which he broke up the mixed mar- 
riages, or marriages with the heathen, 
into which the Jews had fallen. It 
was at the close of the first festival 
after his return, and when through 
his influence the people had become 
informed as to the teachings of the 
law upon this subject, a law that hal 
apparently been a dead letter since 
the time of David, that certain of the 
chiefs appeared before him and told 
him that the practice of mixed mar- 
riages had become common (Ezra, 9. 
1-2). So utterly shocked and _horri- 
fied was he at this news that he tore 
his outer garment from top to bot- 
tom, tore his inner garments also, 
plucked off the long tresses of his 
priestly locks, the long flakes of his 
priestly beard, and sank to the ground 
like one thunderstruck, and remained 
there all day. As the crowds gathered 
around him in wonder at the time of 
the evening sacrifice, he arose from 
his crouching position, fell on his 
bended knees, and poured forth that 
agonizing prayer which we find in 
Ezra, 9:6-15. His deep agony, tears 
and prostration gathered around him 
a very great congregation of men, 
women, and children, weeping, until 
Shechaniah, whose near relations 
were guilty, arose and proposed to 
make covenant with the Lord to put 
away the wives, and said: “Arise; 
for this matter belongeth unto thee: 
we also will be with thee: be of good 
courage and do it.” (Ezra, 10:4). The 
result was a committee to make a 
thorough investigation of each indi- 
vidual case and the full accomplish- 
ment for the time being of the reform. 


came, 





Asong lines of this kind Ezra was 
strong, and yet thirteen years after- 
wards word was taken to Shushan 
by visitors from Jerusalem that the 
walls were broken down, the gates 
burned with fire, and that the rem- 
nant of the captivity of the province 
was under great affliction and re- 
proach. 

The Lord never lacks for men fit for 
the work He has to do, and in Nehe- 
miah, a native of Babylon, cupbearer 
to Artaxerxes, who -is supposed by 
some to be the son of Esther, he found 
the man. When these tid.ngs came 
to Nehemiah he sat down and wept 
certain days, and fasted, and prayed 
before the God of heaven. So great 
was his grief, which apparently lasted 
from the third month of the twentieth 
year of Artaxerxes to the seventh, 
that the king noticed it and inquired 
what was the matter, and as a result 
Nehemiah was made governor of 
Judah, was given an army, was 
guarded across the desert, and given 
letters to the different satraps or sub- 
ordinate governors of the trans- 
Euphrates country to forward him in 
his travels, and an order to the keeper 
of the king’s forest for timber for the 
wall of the city and for a palace for 
himself. As devout as Ezra in his 
cnaracter, pure in life, and equally de- 
voted to the “law” which now took the 
place of the “prophets,” he was strong 
where Ezra was weak. He was a man 
of affairs, with wonderful ability, with 
the courage of the born soldier, the 
adroitness and knowledge of human 
nature of the experienced statesman, 
a man who would do and dare what- 
ever Judah. required. He was there- 
fore the man of all others to rebuild 
the walls, to cope in diplomacy with 
the anti-Jewish governors of the dif- 
ferent provinces, to break up the sys- 
tem of usury, to enforce the observ- 
ance of the Sabbath, and to compel 
men to do right whether they wanted 
to or not, even by the exertion of 
physical force. When he found Jews 
who had married wives of Ashdod, 
Ammon, and Moab, so that the chil- 
dren could not speak the Jew’s lan- 
guage plainly, he says: ‘And I con- 
tended with them, and cursed them, 
and smote certain of them, and 
plucked off their hair, and made them 
swear by God, saying, Ye shall not 
give your daughters unto their sons, 
nor take their daughters unto your 
sons, or for yourselves.” 

This was the kind of a governor 
that the time required; a man who 
could bring things to pass. In this 
lesson, however, we have to deal par- 
ticularly with his prayer. We know 
that efficient as Nehemiah was in re- 
forms, he was as efficient as a com- 
mander, and organizer, and a builder; 
and when it comes to prayer he 
speaks the universal language of the 
penitent and devout Christian. He ap- 
proaches his Maker as “the great and 
terrible God,” rather than as we have 
been taught to approach him, as “Our 
Father,” for the fatherhood of God 
and the brotherhood of man was not 
nearly so clear to the saints of old 
times as they are to us; but while his 
God is great and terrible He is a 
covenant keeping God, a fact which 
we in these later days are too much 
inclined to overlook, a God of mercy,

not indiscriminate mercy, but mercy 
“to them that love him and keep his 
commandments.” And here this 
ancient saint has the more correct 
idea. We are apt to regard the 
Almighty as a God of mercy toward 
all classes of men, willful sinners in- 


cluded. Nehemiah limits the mercy 
of God to those that love Him and 
keep His commandments. Like the 


saints in all ages of the world, he be- 
gins with confession; confession for 
himself, for his father’s house, and for 
the children of Israel. He confesses 
that we, all of us, have dealt corruptly 
and have not kept the command- 
ments; and then, like all the children 
of God, he falls back upon promises. 
“Remember the word that thou com- 
mandest thy servant Moses” (verse 
8), a promise that while threatening 
that they should be scattered abroad 
among the nations if they trans- 
gressed, yet a promise that’ they 
should return and manifest their sin- 
cerity by keeping the commandments 
and doing them, that they should be 
brought back to their own land even 
if they had been scattered to the 
uttermost parts of the heaven (verses 
8 and 9). 

He then pleads specifically these 
promises on behalf of himself and his 
people, ‘‘whom thou hast redeemed by 
thy great power, and by thy strong 
hand,” and especially for himself as 
one who delights “to fear thy name,” 
that he might be prospered in his peti- 
tion to the king. “O, Lord, I beseech 
thee. let now thine ear be attentive 
to the prayer of thy servant, and 
to the prayer of thy servants, who 
delight to fear thy name; and prosper, 
I pray thee, thy servant this day, and 
grant him mercy in the sight of this 
man.” And in the confidence that his 
prayer would be answered he made 
his appearance before the king, with 
whom he held the honored position of 
cupbearer. And the Lord answered 
his prayer, and gave him favor both 


with the king and queen, who 
granted him permission to re- 
build the city of his fathers’ 


sepulchres which now lay waste, the 
gates thereof consumed with fire. In 
this record he acknowledges that the 
secret of his favor was not in his 
personal qualities or tact, but the good 
hand of God.

WALLACES’ FARMER 


TO GET RID OF STUMPS AND 
WILLOWS. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

In your issue of October 13th a 
reader wants to know how to get rid 
of stumps. There is but little use in 


trying to burn them out, as they sim- 
ply act as a wick in a lamp. The 
wick is simply the means for burning 
up the oil. If you want to get them 
out before they rot out the best way 
is to dig them out or dynamite them 
or pull them out. The greatest dif- 
ficulty, however is to get the sprouts 
killed. The best way to get rid of 
any kind of a stump is to cut the tree 
close to the ground, close enough to 
run a mower over it. Then take some 
coarse manure, old hay, straw, or any 
kind of litter and cover over. If you 
do so in the spring you will not have 
any green stumps by the 4th of July, 
and you will be surprised to see how 
soon they rot out. 

If you have a willow hedge, cut it 
down at the ground, burn all the brush 
except enough to hold down the 
straw, with which it should be covered 
to a depth of five or six inches. This 
will prevent the sprouts from coming 
through, but if they should come 
through, add more straw, and in three 
years you can plow the row out.

POSSIBILITIES OF AN EIGHTY-ACRE 
FARM WITHOUT CAPITAL. 


(Prize essay read by Miss Ruth Diehl 
at Farmers’ Institute, Lewistown, IIli- 
nois, January 25, 1905.) 


An eighty-acre farm suggests a com- 
fortable home and all modern improve- 
ments and conveniences. Such a home 
in this country, where land is from $60 
to $100 per acre, without capital to start 
with suggests a life of toil, economy, and 
intelligent management. This farm must 
not only furnish food and raiment for 
the family, but it must produce a suf- 
ficient surplus each year to pay the taxes, 
interest on the pes price with part 
of the principal, and supply the home 
with music, literature, 
home comforts, besides settin 
portion for the Sabbath school, church, 
and general benevolence. 

The soil must be fertile and capable of 
being made more productive each suc- 
qeeting cultivation. The latter can be 
done by a strict rotation of crops and 
use of the barn yard manures. Care 
must be taken to plow, plant, cultivate, 
and harvest at the proper time and in 
a good, workman-like manner. No care- 
less, slip-shod work will pay for the 
effort. Possibly the operator’s greatest 
problem is to know just what sort of 
produce to raise and what kind of stock 
to keep. He should be governed by but 
one rule. Raise all that the farm is 
capable of producing and enough stock 
to consume it, or most of it. 

First is the horse. He should raise at 
least two good draft horses each year. A 
permanent horse pasture of some ten 
acres with good water should be near 
the barn. Keep no more horses on the 
farm than are needed to do the work 
except the colts that are growing into 
market value. At present prices a couple 
of good brood mares would make valuable 
mortgage-lifters. 

Next are the cattle. If he has a 
strictly corn farm he should feed steers. 
If not, he should keep a dozen good cows. 
This means work. No one can hope to 


milk, churn, market good butter, and 
raise fine calves without close and in- 
telligent application to business. You 


will need a cream separator, a common 
barrel churn, and should have a refriger- 
ator and some fifteen tons of home-grown 
ice on hands each summer. And right 
here a two or three-horsepower engine 
(gasoline) would be a valuable labor 
saver. By it, with a line shaft, pulleys, 
and belts, could be run the churn, washer, 
pump, separator, grind stone, wood saw, 
ete. good dual purpose cow, as she is 
called by farm journal writers, ought to 
market $30 worth of cream and butter 
each year and produce a yearling worth 

25. A dozen such cows will multiply 
that result in the same proportion. The 
yearlings could be fattened-on the farm 
and finished for the top market. If the 
Illinois pioneer fifty years ago could buy, 
clear out, improve, and pay for a farm 
in a few years without any of the labor- 
saving machinery of the present there 
ought to be hopes for the present pur- 
chaser. He has many things in his favor. 
With a team and binder he can cut 
twelve acres of wheat in a day—enough 
to feed six horses or ninety people a 
year. The surplus above his own wants 
is ready for market. 

No farm is equipped in this country 
without hogs. Corn and hogs are twins 
and staple mortgage-lifters and _ tax- 
payers. Our farm should support a half 
dozen brood — sows. It_ matters little 
whether they are Berks, Polands, Durocs, 
or Chester Whites.. They should be hogs 
—good ones—capable of rapid growth and 
of resisting disease. The crops of March 
and September pigs will require some 
little care. Clean quarters must be sup- 
plied and extra feed. A field of clover 
or alfalfa should be ready for the sows 
and pigs during the growing seasons. 
The spring pigs could be fattened in the 
fall with the steers and marketed with 
them. 

Another source of farm revenue is 
poultry, especially chickens. At least 400 
young chickens can be raised each year 
in addition to the regular routine of 
work with little expense. Dry, warm, 
comfortable houses are needed. An 
annual profit of at least $250 above all 
expenses and the fowls and eggs con- 
sumed by the family can be added to the 
farm account. 

We must not forget the fruit and vege- 
table gardens. An orchard of apple, 
peach, plum, cherry, and pear trees, with 
a generous supply of strawberry, black- 
berry, and raspberry plants, grapes, cur- 
rants, and gooseberries should find a 


place on every farm. These are chieflv

Market heavy hens and gobblers at 
Thanksgiving, and if you have your 
choice of marketing on November 22d 
or November 29th, choose the former. 
Butchers are slow to purchase turkeys 
the day before Thanksgiving unless 
they are sold short, and when prices 
are high this does not often occur. 





Find out something of the turkey 
crop in your neighborhood before sell- 
ing, and if you live near a city 
inquire what the small shops are pay- 
ing as well as the large. Last year 
we called up the largest butcher shop 
in Des Moines and asked the market 
price on turkeys, and were told that 
they were paying 10 cents. The mar- 
kets in the suburbs paid 15 cents the 
same day and offered 16 cents for ex- 
ceptionally fine birds. One of these 
shops said they had bought a coop of 
turkeys at 10 cents because the farm- 
er was in a hurry and did not care to 
look further for a market, and they 
had already purchased as many as 
they thought it safe to carry. We 
wondered what sort of a man that 
farmer could have been, and would 
feel safe in betting that his wife 
raised the turkeys. There must be 
more like him or the down-fown mar- 
ket we speak of could not have sup- 
plied themselves at 10 cents a pound. 
They sold the turkeys with feathers 
removed at 25 cents per pound. 





Unless the bird is hung up it takes 
two people to kill a turkey if it is to 
be absolutely free from bruises. One 
man should hold the turkey by the 
wings near the body and another cut 
with a knife the arteries on each side 
of the neck close to the head. The 
bird should be held as long as_ it 
struggles. It should be scalded in 
boiling water to which has been added 
about one-fifth cold water. A good 
rule is to dip slowly three times, tak- 
ing it out of the water entirely once; 
if it is dipped in a bucket of cold 
water as soon as taken from the hot 
water the flesh will be less tender. 





Turkeys that are to be shipped 
should be dry picked. Before killing 
give them no feed for twenty-four 
hours so the crop and intestines will 
be thoroughly emptied. The bird may 
be hung up by the legs and killed by 
bleeding through the mouth. If the 
knife is plunged through the roof of 
the mouth into the brain the bird will 
at once relax and not flutter. The tail 
and large wing feathers of the first 
joint are usually left on, but it is well 
to get the instructions of your com- 
mission firm on this point. 





Cooling before packing is absolutely 
essential. If animal heat is left in 
the body when the birds are packed 
they are nearly sure to spoil. 





CLEANLINESS IN THE HEN 
HOUSE. 


Some people who are very cleanly 
about their barns and stables are the 
reverse about their chicken houses. 
If the fowls fall sick these people are 
inclined to attribute it to the season, 
or some special germ, and if on in- 
quiry as to the cause they were to be 
told (where all the indications point 
to filth), “My dear sir, your house is 
dirty; you are slovenly about your 
chicken’s food and water vessels. 
Give your house a cleaning up, dis- 
infect the yards, and sow a green crop, 
scald the water vessels and food 
troughs. Then kill and bury or burn 
the worst cases, give the rest of the 
flock a tonic and all the fresh air they 
can swallow, and you will have no 
further trouble,” they would be in- 
dignant. 

If, on the other hand, they were to 
be told “Your chickens are suffering 
from the roup bacillus. The milder 
cases may have only contagious 
catarrh, which will, however, become 
diphtheritic roup or influenza unless 
care is observed. Whether or not a 
cure can be effected depends as much 
on the constitution and antecedents

I 
would, however, advise giving in- 
ternally two grams of Kali chloride 
(KC) or muriate (not the poisonous 
KC103) dissolved in 100 grams of 
water, to be given as a drink of 
water,” they would be sure that their 
question was meeting with the respect 
it deserved, and that something was 
being done. 





FATTENING CHICKENS. 


lo Wallaces’ Farmer: 

In a recent issue I notice your artl- 
cle on the method employed in fatten- 
ing chickens in large plants arranged 
for this purpose throughout the coun- 
try. However, you gave only a partial 
formula of the feed used in this fat- 
tening, and the part you left out I 
consider very important; therefore I 
give you the exact formula used by 
a large feeder of Boston, who has 
plants in all the towns in this terri- 
tory. The ration is composed as 
follows: 

Take equal parts of oat meal, gra- 
ham flour, and corn meal, and for 
every hundred pounds of the dry feed 
add six pounds of brown sugar and 
three pounds of tallow. Mix with but- 
termilk or sour milk so it will pour 
out of a pitcher. After each meal 
mix milk and the dry feed for the 


next meal. Put in three ounces of 
soda for every hundred head of 
chickens. The soda sweetens the mix- 


ture and makes it light and palatable 
for the fowls. I use this ration for 
my capons every year and can recom- 


mend it. Do not fail to keep plenty 
of charcoal and grit before the 
chickens. Keep them away from 


noise and excitement and feed twice 
a day at regular hours. I feed at 
nine and four o’clock, and never feed 
except when cooped. 

Last year I fed forty-nine capons 
and made a gain of nearly a pound 
per head in fourteen days, which at 
14 cents a pound for all birds weigh- 
ing over eight pounds, is good returns. 
This year I had nearly one hundred 
birds far better than my bunch last 
year. They are all pure bred Barred 
Rocks, which I did not care to sell 
as breeders. I do my own caponizing 
and feeding. From this statement you 





-can obtain an idea of the method and 
profit of fattening fowls for market.

PACKING EGGS FOR WINTER 
USE. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

I have followed the practice of 
packing eggs for winter use in salt 
during the fall, and have had no 
trouble in keeping them. I use a large 
box; put in a good layer of salt and 
set the eggs on the small end. Cover 
with more salt and put in another 
layer, and so on. Do not allow the 
eggs to touch each other or to touch 
the box. Some of the neighbors in 
this way use oats instead of salt.
